William’ F. Kenny, wealthy con- 
tractor and close friend of Governor 
Alfred. E. Smith, is now owner. of 
one-fifth of the New York Giants 
through the purchase of 2,500 shares 
of stock .in. the National Exhibition 
Company, which ‘controls the Giants. 

Confirmation of the sale was made 
yesterday afternoén ‘at the Giants’ 
offices. at. 104 West Forty-second 
Street, and though the amount paid 
for the stock was not revealed it was 
admitted to have.been in. excess of 
$500,000. It was denied, however, that 
Mr. Kenny’s acqtisition of an inter- 
est in the club would have any. ef- 
fect upon the present operation of 
the Ginths or upon the controling 
interest now’ Held by  Charlés A. 
Stoneham. 

“‘Kenny’s purchase of the one-fifth 
interest’-will not. mean a change in 
the operation of the New York 
Giants,’ Mr. Stoneham said.

John Haynes Holmes, pastor of the. 
Community Chureh, has accepted’an 
invitation. to dedicate the” 
Health and Welfare Centre in Jeru- 
salem presented to Hadassah, eS 
Women’s * Zionist organization, b 
Nathan Straus. 

The dedication will take place ce’ Jan. 
31, Mr. Straus’s eighty: that birthday. 
Mr. and Mrs. Holmes will leave. ‘for 
Palestine Jan. 7 and-will. be absent 
about two months. They will make 
the trip by way of Italy and Egypt. 

The centre is to. be known*as the 
Nathan and Lina Straus Health and 
Welfare Centre.

Straus for the mission of dedication 
largely because of the former's three 
sermons on ‘Judai and Christian- 
ity’ given in the Community Church 
in the Winter of 1928). After hearing 
these sermons Mr. Straus felt that 
Mr. Holmes, of afl liberal ministers, | 
could best strike the universal note 
of brotherhood and’ peace consonant 
with the occasion, since the centre is 
to be not merely a Zionist’ Po tags but 
is planned to meet the needs of all 
people in Palestine—Jews, Syrians, 
Turks, Armenians and Greeks alike.

daughter, whom they finally were 
believed to have given up as dead. 

John S. Keith, the Arnolds’ person- 
al attorney, who was a leader in the 
search for Miss Arnold, said yester- 
day that he believed she killed her- 
self because a fiction story she wrote 
had been rejected for publication by 
@ Magazine. 


“She wrote only two stories,’’ Mr. 
Keith said. ‘‘The first was rejected, 
and then the second came only, 


a few days before she went way. | 


I don’t quite remember what it was 
about, but it was a simple tittle 
thing with no hint in it of any dis- 
turbed psychology that might have 
caused her to leave home, 

“The story was gone when we 
looked through her ings after her 
disappearance. Yes, I’m sure that 
was the reason. Her mother always 
believed she was dead but could give 
no reason, and I never asked her 
about it. Her father believed she 
had been kidnapped and murdered. 
He got the idea from a similar case 
which proved to have been a murder 
which was told to him * “eng 
official. We all had our theories as 
to the cause of her death, but we all 
agreed after the first six weeks had 
pee assed that she was no longer alive.

Discovered That Subjects, None 
of: Whom Was Over 30, Had 
Bad Influences in Youth. 





NO: ONE CAUSE, NO PANACEA 





Broken: Homes, Drink and Poverty 
Among Them Research Urged 
Before Program Is Laid Down. 





There’ are many factors which 
cause young men to turn to criminal 
lives, among them bad or broken 
homes, poor neighborhoods, difficul- 
ties’ in ‘school, drunkenness, feeble- 
mindedness, poverty, mental abnor- 
malities. and: low. moral standards, 
the subcommission on causes and ef- 

_ fécts.of crime of the Baumes Com- 
mission reported yesterday to the 
commission. 

_. "Phe report is based upon a study 

of the life histories of 145 men, none 
‘more than 30 years. old, who entered 
State institutions in a two-month 
period. The study was not made to 
expound any theory of the cause of 
crime, and no attempt was made to 
prove anything, according to the 
subcommission, . which consists of 
William Lewis Butcher, chairman; 
Jane M. Hoey and Joseph A: Mc- 
Ginnies. 

The study does, however, in the 
opinion of the commission, ‘‘again il- 
lustrate graphically that there is no 
unit cause. for crime, that there, is 
outstanding need for individual study 
and treatment of offenders, and that 
there is need for study and research 
before a pro; for the treatment 
of crime and criminals is formu- 
lated.” 


Seeks to Inform the Public. 


The subcommission seeks to bring 
to the public an understanding of the 
complexity of the crime problem, 
with the hope that: it will be realized 
that no panacea will ever be found 
to solve it. Our present method of 
treating offenders is ineffective, the 
commission holds, and the first step 
toward improving the treatment of 
delinquents, the members say, is to 
measure the. effectiveness of our 
present methods of treatment. The 
study of the 145 cases was made and 
the report written by Frederick A. 
Moran, under the diréction of the 
subcommission. 

The majority of the cases studied 
showed that the men began their 
-delinquent. careers as children, pre- 
senting behavior problems in school 
and Jater becoming truants. They 
‘were:committed to institutions early, 
none-of- which, according,to the com- 
mission, deterred . these offenders 
from committing other offenses. All 
except -.twenty..held. jobs but had 
neither the training nor mental abil- 
ity to keep any worth-while position. 

Settlements, community centres or 
boys clubs did not, the report says, 
except in possibly five instances, 
touch the lives of these. offenders, 
but commercial amusements, prize 
fights, gambling, cheap musical and 
vaudeville shows, social clubs, night 
clubs and cheap dances were favorite 
recreational: activities of the men 
studied. 

Alcoholic beverages were indulged 
in by fifty-five or 37.9 per cent of 
the 145 men. Obtaining a pistol to 
use in unlawful acts, was: apparently 
an easy matter, the findings show, 
and in no instance in the cases stud- 
ied was the person selling the 
weapon discovered or prosecuted. 


Need for Social Workers. 


The social problems in the families 
of these men indicate the need for 
trained social workers, attached to 
correctional institutions, persons 
with ‘the proper personality to act 
as liaison officers between the of- 
fenders and. their people and the so- 
cial agencies interested, the report 
declares. No court dealing with adult 
offenders has attached to it a Psy- 
chia’ Department; it continues, 
and T need for the establishment 
of these departments is said to be 
_shown by the number of offenders 
studied who were feeble-minded or 

chopathic.

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ROBERT BURNS LETTER 
BROUGHT TO AMERICA 


Contains Manuscript of Famous 
Song, ‘Oh My Love’s Like the 
Red, Red, Rose.’ 


A letter by Robert Burns, believed 
to constitute the only existing manu- 
script of his famous song, ‘O My 
Love’s Like the Red, Red Rose,’’ has 
just come to this country, it was 
learned here yesterday. The letter, 
formerly owned by Dr. Maurice Da- 
vidson of London, was sold at auc- 
tion there several years ago for 
about $10,000. At the time this was 
said to be a record price for a Burns 
letter. From the purchaser at that 
sale it has been obtained by Walter 
M. Hill, rare-book dealer of Chicago, 


who recently returned from England. 

The letter, which bears no date or 
place, was addressed to Alexander 
Cunningham and deals with the busi- 
ness relationship of Burns with 
Pietro Urbani, a musician. Urbani 
was born in Milan and obtained 
there the degree of Doctor of Music. 
He came to London, but about 1780 
made his way to Scotland, singi 
and teaching. He published six vol- 
umes of pis — ements = — 
songs. me oO e was 
Burns.

Urbani has told [a damned false-

MONEY TEMPORARILY DEAR 








‘Moderate Relaxation Expected in 
Few Days—New Advance of 
Stocks Predicted. 


The last week of the old year 
brought no measurable change in the 
general business situation or in the 
outiook. If anything, business was 
More active than had been expected, 
due mainly to post-Christmas buying 

. With holiday bonuses*and the like. 
On the other hand, in some sections 
of the country the mild weather and 
influenza had the effect of holding 
down normal! retail trade. 

Reports by telegraph to THE New 
Yorx Times from the Federal Re- 
Serve ‘districts reflect a very high 
degree of optimism for the new year 
and most especially for the first 
quarter of the year. With few ex- 
ceptions, these reports are optimistic 
in the extreme, and, curiously enough, 
somé of the most cheerful of them 
come directly from the icultural 
districts. Retail trade has been par- 
ticularly high at ‘the ‘holidays in al 
sections of the country, and from all 
indications commerce and business 
will get an exceptionally good start 
in January. 

Basic Industries Quieter. 

Just at the moment, operations in 
the basic industries are rather to the 
quiet side because of holiday influ- 
ences and annual taking of inven- 
tories in factories, shops and plants. 
Even so, the suspensions have been 
less than are normally anticipated at 
this season of the year, and the re- 
laxation in industry for the holidays 
was decidedly less this year than 
last. The outstanding industries, 
iron.and steel and motors, now seem 
certain to get a good start in Janu- 
ary. The latest data indicate that 
steel production in 1928 was in ex- 
cess of 50,000,000 tons, compared 
with the previous maximum of 46,- 
936,000 in 1926. The-back log in this 
industry is large, and although cer- 
tain grades of pig iron have weak- 
ened a little; prices eel are 
well above. the levels a@ year ago, 
=, eer are from 80 to 85 per 
cent of a ca: 

In the wietae tae the introduction 
of new Models and the rapid increase 
of the Ford output, both in this 
country and Canada, reflects an ac- 
tive demand that has slackened only 
for iriventory taking. Manufactur- 
ers, generally, are optimistic for the 
best year in the industry’s. history. 
The Detroit empl ent : figures 
form a good index of what the mo- 
tor trade is doing at this time.. Le- 
troit employment totals last week 
‘were 244,583, as co npared with 187,- 
216 for the same week in 1927, and 
87,842 in the same week of 1926. 


Commodity Markets Stable. 


Commodity markets have held their 
stability right up to the end of the 
year and this has been particularly 
noticeable in the textiles. Rubber 
priees have been affected to some ex- 
tent by the cut in tire quotations by 
mail order. hotises.. «Inventories of 
rubber: are not: large,however, and 
the trade is quoted by its leaders as 
in entirely satisfactory condition. 
Copper is in extremely heavy demand 
with two separate price advances 
last week. uyers are reported in 
go yer of a panic for deliveries. 

The tightness of money here at the 
end of the year was due, in the main, 
to heavy withdrawals of funds by in- 
terior banking institutions and ex- 
ceptionally heavy year-end require- 
ments for the payment of dividends, 
maturities and other needs.

‘favorite stocks’’ could be bid up 10 
to 30 points, in a week of 12 per cent 
money, foreshadowed a far more 
rapid upward. flight of values when 
the year-end money tension should 
relax. This theory is on its face un- 
doubtedly plausible. The only trou- 
ble with it is that stock markets in 
the last week of December have 
rarely:been prophetic. If they could 
be depended on to possess that qual- 
ity, then the final week of last De- 
cember ought to have proved the 
rule; for the stock markets only a 
few weeks later became the most 
spectacular in the history of Wal | 
Street. 

Furthermore, the market then had 
only a 5% per cent maximum call- 
money rate to deal with. Yet that 
week’s market, although strong as a 
rule, showed a good deal of uncer- 
tainty, and in no respect resembled 
the past week’s movement. On the 
other hand, the stock market in the 
final week of 1925 was as excited, in 
its way,.as that of last week. It did 
not heed the 6 per cent money rate, 
which, though a trifling obstacle 
from: the’ present-day point of view, 
seemed to mean business then, being 
the highest since 1921. But that year- 
end market preceded by only six 
weeks or so the resounding crash in 
prices of February and March, which 
was followed by only an orderly and 
quiet movement of prices during the 
rest of the year. 

The only explanation for such fail- 
ures in the prophetic réle would ap- 
pear to be that a. year-end market 
is apt to be governed more by the 
momentum.of its previous movement 
in one direction than by its necessary 
knowledge .of the future. On this 
supposition, much of last week’s 
performance might be explained, and 
so would the violent year-end rise of 
1919, when the stock market was as 
hopelessly incorrect a guide to the 
immediate financial future as it ever 
has been in history. But it had a 
prolonged and furiously excited rise 
behind it and, like the present mar-| 
ket, had recovered its pace after a 
vigorous Autumn ‘‘shake-out.”’ 

This does not’ mean that last 
week’s stock market gave ‘no’ indi- 
cation of renewed speculation for the 
rise next year. There may be such 
a sequel or there may not. The Wall 
Street history of 1929 may be wilder 
even than that of 1928, or it may be 


lent readjustment. Al that can 
safely be said at present is that, 
from the speculative viewpoint, the 
old year is ending in the spirit which 
has characterized it all along—cer- 
tainly not less so when it presented 
the picture of values rising with 
particular rapidity as credit grew 
more costly.

here in the country. .The two 
sides are now without contact in 
Zagreb as well as in Belgrade, and 
the Croat: aims are announced ‘as in- 
dependence . within. a Yugoslavian 
dual opening hes p like the old Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy.

‘here indicate. a. readiness to consider 


the revision of the present centralist 
constitution with a view to meeting

present Parliament and to hold new 
elections. under a. neutral Serb-Croat, 
government ..on. the issue of a con- 
stitutional revision extending home 
rule to all the provinces. In the gov- 
ernment’s view a preliminary agree- 
ment. is necessary prevent. the 
shootings of last. June from _.beinge 
used as a Croat election :cry with 
the possible result of serious and 
widespread violence. , 


"Croats Maintain Boycott. * 
To these advances the Croats have 
replied by refusing to depart from 
the boycott of the government which 
they have. maintained . evér since 


June 20 when .five members ofthe, 


Croat opposition, including’ Stephen 
Raditch himself, the Croat leader, 
were, shot in Parliament. by a gov- 


ernment deputy.from -Montenegro.. 


The Croats refuse to. consider any. 
conditions precedent. to -the.dissolu- 
tion of Parliament and the holding 
of new élections. While ‘not depart- 
‘ing from their allegiance to. King 
Alexander, they have broken off re- 
lations with the King’s present gov- 
ernment‘ and the government’s reply 
has been to place the Croat capital 
under martial law. .

DRAWINGS TO BE INCREASED 


Many Small-Prizes to Be Awarded 
Hereafter In Order to 
Stimulate: Interest.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. . 10.— 
With a quarter of its: budget devoted 
to military defense, the Turkish Re- 
public looks to an outside agency 
for raising funds for army aviation. 
The Angora Government maintains a 
state lottery, the profits of which are 
employed by the National Aviation 
League, a patriotic organization, to 
supply the army with military 

planes. 

Once a year, moreover, Turkey cel- 
ebrates a national festival known as 
-Aviation Day when, by means of spe- 
cial stamps compulsorily used on ar 
letters sent through the post as well 
as by popular: ‘‘tagging,’’ .another 
sum is raised for the same purpose. 
The. serious handicap that Turkey 
suffered in Anatolia during the Tur- 

co-Greek War of: 1919-22 from lack 
of planes has brought home the need 
of development of aerial defense.

Winnings Are Not Taxed. 


Be that as it may, there is never- 
theless an enormous interest shown 
in the aviation lottery that is pop- 
ular with’ all classes; especially the 
poor, to whom the large prizes pro- 
vide a.perennial lure.. The Turkish 


press’ never fails to exploit the 
winners. - 

Once a month the results are an- 
nounced for the two series that are 
drawn during the year: Crowds 
gather about the booths of the vari- 
ous lottery agents, and the prizes, 
with their winners, are the sole topic 
of conversation: Though the Turkish 
citizen is heavily taxed, the lottery 
winnings are exempt, 

Because of its cosmopolitan char- 
acter Constantinople. diversifies the 
list of winners with alJ the*types of 
the Levant and Europe. Also, be- 
cause it..is, Turkey's. ,largest . and 
richest city, it provides most of the 
subscriptions. It is not uncommon to 
find among >the fortunate’ names 
those of a Greek woman in domestic 
service, an Armenian. carpenter, a 
Jewish shopkeeper ‘or’ a Turkish 
porter. Because of his poverty and 
conservative nature, the Anatolian 
peasant seldém figures -among the 
subscribers. 

Despite the fact that the large

DUC WAS.-A GREAT HUNTER 


Many French Royal and Imperial 
‘Personages Have Made Contri- 
butions to Scierice.

In France and in the, adjoining 
principality of Monaco, to cite only 
a few notable: examples, Charles 
Bonaparte, son of Napoleon’s brother 
Lucien, gathered a remarkable li- 


brary.:on) the. lore of birds. Two 
great Monte Carlo fortunes, derived 

om. the world’s:zest for gambling, 
were used. to. promote : natural 
science. Prince Roland Bonaparte, 
through -his . marriage with the 
daughter of M..Blanc, creator of the 
Monte Carlo Casino,.came into pos- 
session of grest wealth which he 
employed widen geographic 
knowledge ; and. to. collect. nearly 
oo plants from all -parts of the 
globe 

Prince Albert, for, many - years 
ruler of. little Monaco, the richest

Philippe d’Orleans’s Specimens. 

Another scion of royalty devoted 
much of his life to. big: game’ hunt- 
ing in the two extremes of the poles 


and tropics. This was Duc Philippe 
a’Orleans, who’ until his death’ at 
Palermo two years ago was regard- 
ed by the -Orleanists as the. most 
likely pretender ‘to the ‘French 
throne. He was great grandson of 
King Louis Philippe and son of the 
Comte de Paris who was attached 
to Generai Grant’s staff during the 
Civil. War.and wrote:a: book about 
that conflict which..historians still 
consult. 

Duc Philippe d’Orleans, who. was 
born in exile at Twickenham, pe: 
land,, in 1869, was .educated. in 
France and was ‘imprisoned for, sev- 
eral months. because he disobeyed 
the law. refusing residence to all di- 
rect descendan of French . mon- 
archs. He married at Vienna in 
1896, ,Archduchess ‘Marie of Austria 
and spent some of his later exile in 
i mm but most of it officially ‘in 

Belgium where he. lived at the 
Manoir d’Anjou, near Brussels. 

While Duc Philinne d’Orleans 
cared little for exploration, although 
he did plant the French on scme 
islands off the coast of Greenland, 
his passion was hunting wild ani- 
mals and making a minute study of 
their habitat. To add to his collec- 
tion of mammals and birds he 
visited America in 1887. He was 
alwa’ accompanied by a_ skilled 
taxidermist. He found such rare 
specimens as a sheep’ from the

Customs Traced to Janus. 

Like almost all modern Italian cus- 
toms, the origin of distributing and 
receiving gifts on New Year’s Day| 
can be traced back to the times of 
greatest antiquity. - It is said that 
this was a Sabine habit long before 
the foundation of Rome. 

Be that as it may, Roman tradition 
has it that this particular way of 
celebrating the New Year was intro- 
duced’ by the native of Thessaly 
named Janus, who came to Italy cad 
founded the city on the banks of the 
Tiber, at the foot of the hill later 
Own as the Janiculum in his honor. 
This same hill is also called Mon- 
torio, or the Golden Mountain, and 
on it there is a church dedicated .to 
St. Peter, who is popularly supposed 
to have suffered martyrdom there. 

Janus, after his death, was deified 
and a temple was erected to him by 
his worshipers. His temple was 
open in time.of war and closed ip 

me of peace. As is known, it was 
shut only three times in the 700 years 
from the foundation of Rome to ‘the 
reign of the Emperor Augustus 

On the first aay of the month of 
January, which was named after 
Janus, the custom of exchangin 
gifts, introduced by Janus, continued 
hg mer Roman times. Whether 

there is any truth or not in the 
legend of Janus, it cannot be doubted 
that the gift custom attributed to 
him dates from the Romans.

Augustus Begged for Gifts. 

The very word ‘‘strenne.,”” which 
is Italian for gift; and which in 
French becomes ‘‘étrennes,”” is a 
Roman word derived from Strena or 
Strania, the goddess .who was the 
protectress' of youth, health and 
strength. Her particular flower was 
the verbena which her priests used 
to distribute to the people on New 
Year’s Day. 

As Rome, however, grew in luxury 
and wealth the simple bunches of 
verbena were laced by more ex- 
pensive gifts. eed, the practice

It is said of the great 
Augustus that he not only accepted

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WORKERS FOR PEACE, 


No award of the Wilson prize for peace 
was made this year. The trustees of 
the Foundation apparently did not think, 
or could not ‘agree, that the achicvement 
of any one man in 1928 was sufficiently 
outstanding and distinguished to deserve 
this special recognition. But this does 
not. imply that valiant work for peace 
has not been done during the past 
twelvemonth. It seems to have become 
a labor of cooperation, in which many 
are engaged. It surely is better so. In-° 
stead of having a single voice crying in 
the wilderness, we havé a great body of 
men and women in all countries looking 
hopefully for peace and combining their 
individual efforts so as not only to seek 
it but to ensue it. Thus it may fairly 
be said that a new orientation of the 
world has been coming about. Public 
men and responsible government offi- 
_ Cials are in eyer greater numbers willing 
_ to modify the old vengeful saying, so as. 
| to make it read: “ From this time forth 

“my thoughts be peaceful or be nothing 

“ worth.” 

It would require almost a chapter to 
include the whole list of agencies and or- 
ganizations now seeking to. embody, in 
one way or another, the world’s will for 
peace. Several of the more prominent of 
them have been lately in-the- public eye. 
There is thé Kellogg Peace Treaty, with 
its unavowed but implicit relation to the 
League of Nations. The latter body 
continues to function in many useful 
ways, one of which was its prompt and 

| effective appeal to Bolivia and Paraguay 
in order to substitute. arbitration for 
arms in settling a dispute about terri-: 
tory. To this same end the Pan-Ameri- 
can’ Conference, fortunately meeting in 
Washington at the time, and also fortu- 
nately not bound by instructions from 
the home governments of the delegates, 
who were thus left with a free hand, con- 
tributed usefully. Step by step, in spite 
of discouragements, the movement of the 
nations toward an agreement by which 
armaments may be cut down, and mill- 

tary burdens be lightened on the shoul- 
derp of the taxpayer, makes progress. A 
meéeting of the Preparatory Comimigsion 
of the League of Nations is now set down 
for April, and the United States will 
again have representatives present at it. 
There may be no Wilson peace award for 
1928, but it is obvious that in this year 
the Wilson peace spirit has been might- 
ily astir.

“Season of mists and mellow fruitful- 
ness” sang Keats to Autumn, and it is 
a fair description of Washington dis- 
patches explaining what the personnel of 
the new Cabinet will be.

ECONOMICS AND THE CITY 
PLAN. 
No more significant change has come 


than its increasing dependence on eco- 
nomics. This new approach to .the 
problem: has especially distinguished the 
work of the New York Regional Plan 
Committee, ‘which, before making its 


“final report, has been engaged for years 


in a study of industry, transportation, 
traffic and all the other economic fac- 


‘ tors in metropolitan growth. As Pro- 
fessor: MUNRO of: Harvard recently, re-,j 


“Marked, the old slogan of the “City 


Beautiful” was somewhat unhappy in its 
implication. It stamped upon the public 
imagination the general impression that 
city planning was a matter of widened 
streets, new parkways, civie centres and 
athletic fields, monumental high schools 
and. great. white ways, “all of them pro- 
2*2 with a sublime forgetfulness ‘of 

* gueh prosaic incidentals as bond issues, 
“ tax limits, special assessments and con- 
“ stitutional limitations.” 

In its annual report for 1928 the Ne- 
tional Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission develops much the same thesis. 
The city plan must be made responsive 
to economic needs. Here is a body 
which, though its jurisdiction is limited 
to Washington, speaks with authority on 
the principles of regional planning gen- 
erally, Its membership includes such 
distinguished names as FREDERICK LAW 
OLMSTED, FREDERIC A. DSLANO, J...C: 
NicHOLS of Kansas City and MILTON 
MeparRy Jr., representing the American 
Institute of Architects, They, too, com- 
Plein that the purposes of city planning 
have been too often limited to esthetic 
considerations only. They point out that 
while sound city planning will inevitably 
contribute to the attractiveness of a city, 
and, by providing for a logical and sen- 
sible arrangement of its various activities 
and facilities, will necessarily make for 
beauty as well as comfort; nevertheless, 
the needs and interests with which city 
planning must deal are largely utilitarian 
and economic. The élement of beauty 


cannot successfully be divorced from 
those needs: 


Doing the wrong thing beautifully is 
worse planning than to do the right 
thing less beautifully; and a really high 
degree of beauty is obtainable only 
through functional fitness. 

There, in a nutshell, is the modern 
pragmatic approach to community plan- 
ning, Fortunately, esthetics and eco- 
nomics often go hand in hand, as West- 
chester County has found to its lasting 
praise. Hyen here in New York City the 
fiscal burdens of congestion afford a 
strong argument for better distribution 
of population. More than one community 
has discovered, too, that the traditional 
American street pattern is not the last 
word in economy any more than in 
beauty, Standardized street widths and 
street. improvements often burden the 
modern home on the minor residential 
street with needless expense, Modern 
means of rapid transit—the trolley car, 
the automobile and the motor bus— 
have given rise to the need for “ arterial 
highways” at the same time that they 
have diminished the importance and rela- 
tive amount of local traffic. So it has 
come about, as the commission points 
out, that city planners may often effect 
a great saving by reducing local streets 
in number and width while making pro- 
vision for wider main highways at points 
of strategic advantage. 

Washington has suffered, more than 
visitors from other cities, who see only 
her broad boulevards, may realize, from 
the operations of the “ subdivider ” con- 
strained by the rigidity of the old street 
plan. Residents of the capital béewatled 
the coming ‘of the steam shovel, which 
leveled down. its beautiful hilis'as if some 
giant steam roller had run Over them, 
Fortunately, the commission has already 
been able to secure a number of changes 
n the highway plan designed to adapt it 
to the terrain in such a way as to pre- 
serve esthetic values and at the same 
time actually save money for the real 
estate operator.

A PURITAN OPPORTUNIST. 


In 1642 the first class was graduated 
from Harvard College. One of its mem- 
bers, GEORGE DOWNING, a nephew of the 
first JOHN WINTHROP, had a surprising 
career. Possibly divers worthy gentle- 
men whose lives were subject to the nar- 
rowness of the then New England scene 
might. have distinguished themselves on 
a larger stage, if, like GrorGe, they could 
have risen above prejudices and scruples 
and breathed the subtler European air. 
He began as a teacher of junior students 
at £4. year. An amusing article in The 
Harvard Graduates’ Magazine sends him 
from tutoring to sailoring. There may be 
authority for this; but the books put him 
in the more fitting character of a ship's 
chaplain, who “preached at Barbados 
and other places.”

Form of Government—Cold 
Storage for Jerusalem.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 7.—The Haifa 
harbor ‘project is at last to become 
a reality. With the definite promise 
that operations are to be begun 
within the next few weeks, and with 
the building of barracks for the 


prospects for the future of the city 
of Haifa are daily becoming bright- 
er, Because of its favorable .posi- 
tion geographically there is no 
doubt that this city will soon be- 
come the most important commercial 
centre not only of Palestine, but of 
the entire Near East. Not only is 
it the natural means of communica- 
tion by land from the Mediterra- 
nean via Palestine and  Transjor- 
dania to Iraq, Persia and India, but 
it is ‘also on the direct railway line 
from, Cairo to Constantinople, via 
Beirut and Aleppo: 

Already : the ,few large industries 
which have arisen in Palestine have 
located elves in Haifa. Includ- 
ed among these are a cement fac- 
tory, large flour mills and a 
and oil plant. Furthermore,’ the ex- 
ploitation of the ‘mineral resources 
of the Dead Sea, the completion of 

‘Jordan hydroelectric power 
plant and the proposed la‘ of the 
oil pi line from Mo to Haifa 
will all serve to encourage the estab- 
lishment of new industries at this 


port. 

Haifa is also destined to become a 
most popular residential city. Situ- 
ated on the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean, and with Mount Carmel ris- 
ing majestically in the background, 
the city offers the advantages of 
both a seaside and a mountain re- 


sort, 

In view of all this, it is most nec- 
essary that care. be exercised in pre- 
paring the po for the new harbor 
and the subsequent development of 
the town.

Cold Storage Badly Needed. 

With the rapid development of in- 
dustry in Palestine, particularly 
along agricultural lines, the need for 
a cold storage plant has, for a long 
time, been most keenly felt, and now 
a group, of South African . business 
men have announced the formation 
of a company to engage in the en- 
terprise here. 

Oranges, Palestine’s foremost prod- 
uct, so plentiful in Winter, are sold 
at ridiculously low prices during the 
few months that they are in abund- 
ance. However, once their season is 
ended, it is practically impossible to 
obtain an orange at any price. 
Crone prepar for export must 
also be shipped almost as soon as 
they are cut from the trees, and 
since they are all cut at about the 
same time, there is naturally an 
overflow in the export market. If 
the shipping of the fruit could be 
extended over a longer period, grow- 
ers would be able to obtain much 
better prices. The same is true of 
grapes and many other fruits and 
vegetables. barrel swe gps cold stor- 
age plant, therefore, should. prove 
of great benefit to shippers and the 
country at large.

SHIP. NAMES ANGER WILLIAM. 


Former Kalser Sald to Have Pro- 
tested, Repenting Too Late. 


The Weser Zeitung of Bremen, de- 
claring that it is prepared to guar- 
antee the accuracy of its assertions, 
prints a story of further interference 
on the part of the exiled. Emperor 
William in the affairs of the. Reich. 
This time the former Kaiser objects 
to the names of the liners, Europa 
and Bremen, recently launched by 
the North German Lloyd. 

It is alleged that on the launching 
of the ships the managing director 
of the line, Herr Heineken, a close 
friend of the Kaiser in pre-war days, 
wrote to Doorn describing the event.

LONDON, Dec. 27.—The swift and 
skillful’ rescue from beleaguered 
Kabul of the women and children of 
the British and foreign legations dur- 
ing the present revolt in Afghanistan. 
has.-brought into prominence a lit-. 
tle-known development in: British 
Empire aircraft—a large troop car- 
rier built to rush soldiers to quell 
incipient risings at isolated outposts. 
or smoothly transport sick and 
wounded to well-equipped base ‘hos- 
pitals, hundreds of miles from the 
firing line. ’ 

No other nation is known to ‘have 
an aircraft of the class of the Vick- 
ers. Victoria. troop carrier, capable, 
of transporting twenty-three’ fully 
armed infantrymen with supplies at 
a speed of 100 miles an hour. The 
lineage of :this machine goes back to 
the historic Vickers: Vimy: bomber. 
in which the Atlantic was flown for 
the. first time in 1919, and by means 
of which Australia ‘and South Africa 
have been, linked: by air with Britain. | 

Today there are flights of Vickers 
Victoria aircraft in Iraq and Heli- | 
opolis, with a smaller type of ma- 
chine, the Vickers Vernon, which per- 
forms similar duty. but holds only 
fifteen or sixteen infantrymen. 

Large Force Not Needed. 

These machines represent the ex- 
pression of a vital principle in the 
defense of the British Empire. They | 
are designed to provide for the con- 
trol of a disturbed country not by 
maintenance of large bodies of 
troops in fortresses, but by the estab- 
lishment of small outposts whose au- 
thority can at.a moment's notice be 
swiftly reinforced from a strate- 
gically placed base hundreds of miles 
away. ' 

Thus five: machines will transport 
100 infantrymen 400: miles in less 
than five hours, while another ma- 


chine can carry extra equipment, 
_— as machine guns and ammuni- 
on. 

There are no troop carriers in In- 
dia, ‘but it takes o three days in 
an emergency to rush these aerial 
transports across from Iraq. . This 
is the first occasion on which they 
have been used to rescue civilians 
from a foreign capital, but they have 
often saved the lives of British sol- 
diers by the speed wherewith the

ed. 

They are. over fifty feet long and 
have a wingspread of nearly cighty- 
seven feet. The fuselage is built up 
of elliptical frames’ which give the 
appearance of a big fish.

‘ON CHINESE TOWNS 








Soldiers Disbanded Without Funds 


~ Kill and Rob Inhabitants of 
Country Districts. 


Special Correspondence of Taz New York

PEKING, Nov. 24.—Many of the 


expedition of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment have been disbanded with little 
or no money, some of them hundreds 
of miles from their homes, and now 
they have formed huge bandit bands 
which are preying upon the country.

Men. ey demanded’ a daily main- 
tenance fund of $4,000, but their oe 
actions .in. the. coun 
amount to twice this sum, Suddenly, 
on Oct. 10, the bandit chief, Chang 
Kueh-chih, led his band of 8 000° men 
into this territory, killing and rob- 
bing. The killed number more than 
10,000 and :700 families have been en- 
tirely exterminated.’’

The gov- 
ernment. is disbanding numbers of 
men enlisted as soldiers and these 
are now bet woe empty handed, 
to their famine-stricken homes.

“The people of this provinoe have 
suffered’ repeatedly from ‘Communist 
uprisin The City of Suichuan has 
sent delegates tes to provincial cap- 
ital reporting that their city has been 
attacked by two bands of bandits, 
The city was taken and more than a 
thousand of the inhabitants were 
killed. .Many.-houses.. were -burned 
‘and the loss amounts to more than 
a million dollars.”’ 

Another report tells of ‘the bandit 
leader, Li ‘Lao-moh, from Honan, 
raiding Southern Anhui. The report 
reads: “‘The most fiendish of his 
cruelties is to bind children together 
with a wire, pierced through their 
hands, then to place straw around 
them and set it on fire, for the 
amusement of his troops.’’ .

‘a monopgly. All the time the real 
| estate interest—the theatre owner— 
‘had béen increasing his hold on the 
business. And until New York was 
so Ooverbuilt with theatres within the 
past thrée years the sure thing ele- 
ment—and the strangle-hold on all 
theatrical enterprises. was his. A 
‘brief survey of the past of the thea- 
tre reveals that all these efforts at 
‘stabiliZation have failed to stabilize. 
Even the. powerful syndicate went 
on the rocks. 

The Submerged Elements Come Up. 

During most of our theatre’s past 
covering roughly’ 200 yéars—there 
were certain elements in the business 
‘which counted very lightly fn the 
economic scale. In Booth’s time a 
arip or stage ‘hand might get twenty- 
ifive cerits a performance, and in the 
smatier towns the scene-shifting was 
often done by persons who got their 
reward ‘in ‘seeing the show from the 
wings. ‘The scene painter, as we 
have noted, was a member of the 
company, who acted on the side or 
painted on the side as might hap- 
pen. For musicians—except such 
amateur talent as the actors might 
posséss or except when it was an 
Opera company—the dependence was 
upon focal talent~—which might often 
be of essentially amateur status 

itself. 

Now they have changed al! that. 
The labor unions have done what the 
joint-stock company was not able to 
do, what the organization of the 
theatre business has not been able to 
do. Théy have stabilized the elements 
of the theatrical business which are 
in their essence properly trades or 
professions, which, except on the 
stock company basis; are not sharers 
in the big money that the gamble 
sometimes wins. Other exceptions, 
of course, are stars like Marilyn 
Miller with 10 per cent of the profits 
or like Edwin Booth who. got 50 per 
cent. But the exceptions are not in 
the long run important.

adequaté planning, to inefficient 
organization and artistic or other in- 
difference to details which in an- 
other business would not be neg- 
lected. 


The point is that the stage hands 
have made the theatrical business 
safe for stage hands, as long as the 
theatrical business survives the eco- 
nomic strain of providing safety to 
the stage hands. The stage hands 
stabilized their end of it so sticcess- 
fully that the scene painters—or 
scenic artists—took the hint. These 
fellows who had céaséd to be a part 
of the happy family back-stage and 
got involved in cut-throat competti- 
tion as individuals with commercial 
studios for painting scenery (con- 
cerns like Lee Lash or concerns like 
Robert Bergman’s) formed a union 
to make the business safe for them 
too. They needed it badly for there 
were theatrical concerns which 
notorigusly néyer ‘pald for a job of 


scene painting if they could help it, | 


which usually: meant when they 
wanted the same scene painter to do 
them another set. But that may be 
gone into later. 


Making the Stage Safe. 


What essentially emerges is that 
the stage hands, the scene painters, 
the musicians and eventually the 
or actors and even the dramatists, have 
taken steps to make the stage safe 
for all these trades or professions. 
In doing so, each has:imposed upon 
the theatrica) business as a specula- 
tive enterprise an added strain. The 
total of all these strains the business 
must now bear in order to carry aiong 
all these trades or professions in the 
condition of security which their 
union rules aim to create. Yet all the 
unionizing has done nothing toward 
eliminating “x.'’ So, far from re- 
duciig the gamble, the’ process has 
actually increased it—for the fellow 
who does take the chance. 

Obviously the person who takes the 
chance now ig the producer, He takes 
the entire risk—ahd'therefore, as Mr. 
Miller said, he can less well afford 
to losé than used to be the case when 
the risk was distributed. On the 
other hand, he is the big winner in 
case of success, 

Here, indeed, lies the crux of 
the question—the question whether 
the stubilizing and insyring of 
all except one of: the elements of 
the theatre hag not strained the eco- 
omic structure to:the danger point. 
It is a. question which certainly can- 
not be answered here. But it may 
help toward an answer to bring to 
the surface details of the situation | 
which in public print and ‘discussion 
are usually submerged. For example, 
let us see how the scene painters and 
musicians—each at times the cause 
of considerable irritation to the ‘pro- 
ducer—explain the bearing on them- 
selves of certain of their rules which 
may strike the outsider as’ unfair,

There, are the musicians of the Met- 
ropolitan Opera Orchestra who are 
at the top of. the profession, and 
have a job with many performances 
and long hours. The minimum pay 
there is about $130 a week. There 
are the, movie house orchestras who 
ate not. such top-notchers but play 
even longer hours. Their minimum is 
between $90.and $100. The Symphony 
orchestra people rank with the Met- 
ropolitan people but havea less ex- 
acting schedule. They get about $85 
a week. : 

The sort of musician directly in- 
volved in the present situation is the 
theatre musician—especially the mu- 
sical comedy musician, who is very 
much a specialist. He gets $80 a 
week if he isa contract. musician, 
with $08 for the individual musician 
of the band who is the’ ‘‘contractor”’; 
and if he is only called for special 
jobs he gets $100, with $150 for the 
“contractor.” There is still another 
grado,.the musician who plays. be- 
tween the acts at plays not musical.

SIERRA “AND HIS- PLAYS 








N HER opening night curtain 
$péech Ethel Barrymore credited 
Zoé Akins with having called her 
attention to the G. Martinez 

Sierra play, “The Kingdom of God,” 
Whoever is responsible, it is certain 
that the play was made known here 
under auspices favorable’ to’ the 
author. Performed by a First Lady 
af the Theatre and selected by her 
asa dedicatory vehicle for a play- 
house named inher honor, its produc- 
tion gave Sefior Sierra what. Broad- 
way terms-2 break: Not that he es- 
pecislly needs “one=—the Neighbor- 
hood Playhouse and Miss Le Gal- 
lienne had, in a more modest way, 
already established him as a play- 
wright worth a hearing. 

“The Kingdom ‘of God’? wag writ- 
ten by Sierra for his leading actress, 
Catalina, Barcena, and was first 
given at the Teatro de Novepades at 
Barcelona in 1915. Sierra had taken 
two of the players, one of whom was 
Barcena, from the Lara Theatre in 
Madrid and had formed a ,company 
with them as leading performers. 
He took this company into the Span- 
ish provinces and kept it out one 
year, during which time he present- 
ed a repertory in which “‘The King- 
dom of God” was @ prominent item. 
Returning .to Madrid in 1916, he 
leased the ‘Teatro Hslava and opened 
his’ engagement’ with that pley, 
which established him with ‘the 
Spanish theatre-going’ public as an 
unusual producer. Thus his reputa- 
tion, which had been; founded in 
1911 through ‘‘Cradle Song,’’ was 
suddenly and greatly enhanced. 

The first performance: of any 
Sierra play in English was at the 
Waldorf-Astoria when “Love Magic” 
was given by an amateur company. in 
1918. The first appearance in Eng- 
land of a Sierra play-was the Gran- 
ville Barker production in 1920 of 
“The Romantic Young Lady.’* In 
London ‘'The Kingdom of God” later 
had about forty performances, in 
whigh-the part of Sister Gracia was 
taken by Gillian Scaife.

It ‘was.-through an eafly asgocia- 
tion with the well-known dramatist 
and actor, Jacinto Benavente, who 
was Sierra’s sefifor by about fifteen 
years, that the young writer first 
appeared before the public as an 
author—not, however, in’ the \drama-

impressed Benavente that he became 
sufficiently interested in the young 
writer not. only to ses to the pubii- 


cation of*his first book, but to take}

During this association, 
which lasted some time, young Sierra 
learned a great deal about the thea- 
tre and modern ideas before »bezin- 
ning to write plays.

tors. Sierra’s first independent suc- 
cess came fn 1909 with a two-act com- 
edy, “‘The Shadow of the Fether.”’

“The Two 
Shepherds,” produced in 1913, has 
heen called the companion piece to 
“Cradle Song.” The latter play. 
translated into many languages, has 
often been presented and has been 
freely copied by many dramatists. 
An early New York production by 
Augustin Duncan did not find favor 
with local playgoers, It was left to 
Miss Le Gallienne to bring wide rec- 
egnition of Sierra tna American 
drama lovers here and on the road. 
In reality most of his work was ac- 
complished before 1916, for He then 
assumed a new responsibility which 
has taken up the greater part of his 
time for. the last twelve years, Like 
Belasco, he was marked to gucqeed 
both as producer and as playwright. 
Working with “the smal}: group of 
actors which he found playing at the 
Lara in Madrid, Sierya byilt up a 
company which has congistently 
forged ahead and has made an envi- 
able name for itself on three conti- 
nenis, After ten years of playing in 
the peninsula cities, his organization 
Was seen in Paris hefore he brought 
it to South and North America for 
@ year’s tour which ended in New 
York in the Spring of 1927: So great 
was hia success in South America 
thet a second tour commenced late 
Jast Spring.

There are other portraits—gmslier 
but as good. There is a subaltern 
whose . fears are greater than hig 
powers of control and is trying tq 
obtain sick leave before the expected 
attack starts; there is another junior 
officer, risen from the ranks, wha 
is imperturbably cheerful and ia an 
example of -home-loving stolidity; 
there is @ mesg-seryant, who k¢eps 
hig apirita ‘up and quenches his fears 
with an, unending flaw ef cockney

In face of s6 many merits, I am 
reluctant to say anything that may 
seem unappreciative or ungrateful, 
but it is necegsary to make it abun- 
dantly clear that ‘‘Journey's End’ 
is not a great tragedy or a work 
of art that is likely to endure. Jt 
faiJs -precisely where Hardy’s ‘‘The 
Dynasts’’. succeeds, It fails to ob- 
tain an effeet of universality. Mr. 
Sherriff hag accurately recorded a 
fragment of, a vast tragic subject 
but, because all his energy has been 
given to a quest of local naturalism, 
his story remains stubbornly local- 
ized.. There is no symbolic expan- 
sion from his particular scene and 
no suggestion, in the misery and 
heroism and fear of these men, of 
the heroic and terror-stricken jnsan- 
ity of mankind pursued by destiny, 
driven by. the Fates. For this rea- 
son, though our own experience and 
memory combine with Mr. Sherriff’s 
careful skill to make his play mov- 
ing, it has not the exaltation of great 
tragedy, and T am inelined to think 
that when, in yeara to come, it lacks 
the sensitized audience that it can 
command today, it will appear to be 
not primarily a work of art but 3 
historical dooument.

Such a de- 
velopment is inevitable and is only 
following the precedent set long ago 
by the theatre.

The U. F. A. Com- 
pany of Berlin made the film, but 
declared that the negative was prac- 
tically worn. out and that a copy of 
it could ‘not be made.. France and 
England were vainly searched for a 
positive print and finally U. F. A. 
found one in America. Even more 
difficult was the search for ‘‘The 
Golem,’’ the first brilliant Conti- 
nental fantasia to be shown in Eng- 
land, A copy of it was also traced 
to America.only for it to be dis- 
covered that some hitherto unknown 
agent had the right to it. The nega-

A 
‘copy of “The Street,” was discov- 
ered quite by accident. The only 
man who thought he might have 
copies of it first reported that they 
had been destroyed by fire, and then 
remembered that he had never re- 
ceived one copy from the printers.

ENGLAND'S “HOLLYWOOD” 





largest motion-picture studios 

in Great Britain are located at 

Elstree, knovn as the English 

“Hollywood.” ‘The daily life in these 

studios is described by The London 
Daily Mail as follows: 

“A tide of humanity flows out to 
the studios every morning; special 
trains stop at Elstree Station; special 
omnibuses run to the gates. More 
than 150 carpenters and stage hands, 
120 electricians and 50 clerical work- 
ers, besides heads of departments, 
make their way into the buildings 
daily. The restaurant is capable of 
feeding 300 people at one time. 

“The main entrance is closely 
guarded. Admittance gained, you 
pass dressing rooms and catch a 
whiff of iodoform from the first-aid 
room, wheré numerous minor in- 
juries are tended. Scores of busy peo- 
ple go up and down the stairs lead- 
ing to still more dressing rooms, 
endless offices, a hairdressing estab- 


ments of production organization. 

RBach of the two great studios (or 
stages as they are called in Holly- 
wood) is an enigma, with its two or 
three lots of built scenery, its sepa- 
rate labyrinths of cables, overhead 
lamps, trolleys and lighting appara- 
tus for each different film in process.

SHADOW WIT AND LOVE 





Miss Daniels in. “What a Night” Fannie 
Brice’s Vitaphone Film— “The River”

DWARD SUTHERLAND, who 

was ‘chiefly responsible--for 

Wallace ‘Beery’s farcical pic- 

tures, is to be congratulated 
cn Bebe Daniels’s latest mile of fun, 
for'in his direction he displays a 
great deal more imagination that he 
did in his Beery-Hatton productions. 
This current’ presentation may be 
just as rowdy as *“‘Behind the Front” 
or ‘We're in the Navy Now,” but it 
has the advantage of being original 
in its humor afid the consequence is 
that the comedy is frequently. quite 
witty. 

In this film, known as “What a 
Night,” Miss Daniels gives her usual 
spirited acting: Her energy resulted 
in créating a merry atmosphere in 
the Paramount Theatre’ last > week. 
She impersonates a wealthy man’s 
daughter, Dorothy Winston, ‘who is 
impelled to work on a newspaper. Of 
course, it- is quite evident from the 
outset that Miss Winston is hardly 
the person to do reportorial work. 
but gradually,‘after many wild esca- 
pades, in which she reveals no great 
intelligence, she succeeds in saving 
the newspaper from bankruptcy. 


One nice-looking dress and a well- 


tailored suit are spoiled in the course 


of this adventure. The filmy gown is 
worn by Miss Daniels when she falls 


into the water, an essential idea in 
most. farces.. The suit covers Neil 


Hamilton, and Miss Winston, who 
forces her attentions upon him, spills 
an ink bottle which ruins Mr. Ham- 
ilton’s clothes. Miss Winston looks 
at the stain, declares her regrets and 
then gives one some notion of her 
vast intellect by saying: ‘‘It is, after 


all, only ink.’ 


Miss Winston succeeds in getting 
into all sorts of impossible but amus-, 
ing serapes. She becomes known as 
a jinx.and one is not surprised, for 
she has only to close the glass door 
to the managing editor’s unpreten- 
tious sanctum when the = glass 
crashes. In the wild excitement of 
cavesdropping on supposedly murder- 
ous crooks, Miss Winston forgets the 
all-necessary flashlight powder and 
in going ‘back to a hallway to re- 
trieve it her finger becomes fastened 
in the nozzle of a fire hose. One 
might’ say that this young heiress 
sometimes is resourceful, for she 
succeeds in unwinding the fire hose 
and dragging it’ with her to the hid- 
ing place ofthe society editor, who, 
in this instarice,;/isthe comic discov- 
crer of the whereabouts of the politi- 


cal scoundrels.

Fun and Excitement. 

HE spirit of youth is cleverly. re- 
flected in David Butler’s pro 
duction, ‘‘Prep and Pep,’’ which

Love and Kisses. 


HILE it has not the subtlety 
of ‘‘Command to Love,”’ Fred 


Niblo’s production, ‘Dream 
of Love,’’ has passagés that bring 
to mind that bright stage offering. 
Those who favor a well-uniformed 
and handsome young man, beautiful 
girls and a generous supply of kiss- 
ing scenes will find this an excellent 
diversion. As a maiter of fact, Mr. 
Niblo reveals infinitely more imagi- 
nation ‘in this free picturization of 
the old French play, ‘‘Adrienne Le- 
couvreur,” than he did in that beau- 
tiful but banal offering, ‘Two 
Lovers.’’ 

In *‘Dream of Love,’’ the Adonis 
is played by Nils Asther and the 
Psyche by Joan Crawford. Miss 
Crawford is beheld as a gypsy 
singer and Mr. Asther as the Crown 
Prince of a mythical kingdom, 
which, for most of the story, is run 
by a usurper, who is a Duke,

one of those persons who feel that 
loyalty to their country comes first. 
For this reason he conspires with 
othérs, equally patriotic, to heap 
disgrace upon the Dictating Duke. 
The Prince and his colleagues decide 
that this is best done by Prince 
Mauritz paying attention to the 
Duchess, impersonated by Aileen 
Pringle, and also en passant to a 
Countess who chances to be a blonde 
in the Duke’s favor. 

The Duchess is apparently not 
averse to being embraced by the 
handsome Prince. The Countess 
speaks passionately over the tele- 
vhone to the Duke while she is in 
the arms of her real lover. During 
most of these amorous scenes, 
Adrienne is improvi. her station in 
life. She is not seen for some time, 
until she has won success on the 
stage.

Innocence and Worldliness. 


HE picture adapted from Tris- 
tram Tupper’s ‘‘The River’’ is a 
combination .of various virtues 
and defects. Under the former head- 
ing go the photography and the real- 
ism; the latter can largely be fourd 
in the director’s overzest for linger- 
ing love scenes. 

There is expert use of the camera 
throughout the film, with more than 
@ usual amount of care being given 
to small items—insignificant in them- 
selves but helping to make a finished 
whole. The first third or a little 
better—of the picture is almost all 
‘camera work and atmosphere, and 
is excellent; thereafter there are 
‘lapses into decadence. 

One good touch is in giving to a 
black crow the réle of Greek chorus;

Apparatus Tied to Deck ‘and Masts: for 
Explosion “Shot” 


BATTERY of twelve cameras 
was used for the filming of the 
sequences on the high seas in 
Richard Barthelmess’s ‘‘Scar- 

let Seas,’? now at the Strand. The 


picture is the actor’s first sea story 


since he made ‘‘Fury,” six years ago. 

When the hazardous scenes in the 
picture were made, John Francis Dii- 
lon, the director, ordered that each 
of the dozen cameras be chained 
down and weighted, each manned by 
three men, and stationed in places 
where they could obiain the best 
effects. ; 

The cameras were tied to the masts 
of the vessel, the crow’s nest, on an 
accompanying barge and on the deck 
and atop the cabin of the Southern 
Cross, the 1,200-ton ship which was 
set afire at sea with a charge of 
dynamite timed to explode at the 
proper moment. 

Realizing that the scene could not 
be retaken, Mr. Dillon spent two 
days in riaking preparation, and each 
camera was properly fastened,. each 
man knew his particular duty to the 
letter before the order to ‘‘shoot’’ 
came. 

Betty Compson plays. opposite Mr. 
Barthelmess and Loretta Young also 
has a’ prominent part. Others in the 
cast are James Bradbury Sr., Knute 
Ericson, Jack Curtis and Fred 
O’Beck.

MOOR PIANO HEARD. 


HE Emanuel ° ‘Moor * double-key- 

board piano is attracting much 

attention “in. London © following 
recitals on the’ instrument by .Wini- 
fred Christie. 

“It. may be that, the’ full possibili- 
ties of the instrument have yet to 
be exploited,” ‘says The Telegraph. 
‘There is no ‘question, at all events, 
that, apart from its value in extend-| 
ing the limited range and expression 
of piano tone, | this invention, by the 
simplification (for the performer) of 
technical problems,’ offers" to com- 
posers of ingenuity and resource po- 
tentialities of ‘which | few can. ever 
have dreamed. 

“It must be left’ ‘to the future to 
show what can be achieved in this 
direction. In-the meantime one 
should be grateful to a pianist of the 
taste and accomplishment of Miss 
Winifred Christie for ‘ showing us 
how much some of ‘the old music 
gains in performance ‘from ‘the in- 
creased. brilliance and sonority  ob- 
tained for it by means: of.a two- 
manual piano.

- PAUL ALLEN’S: SYMPHONY. 


HE first movement of Paul Al- 
Ien’s “Pilgrim’’ symphony was 
on -a recent program: of : the 
Pierian Sodality in Boston, given, un- 
der the direction of Nicolas Slonim- 
sky. The work was awarded the 
first prize at the Paderewski contest 
in 1908, but has never before, accord- 
ing to Mr. Slonimsky, been per- 
formed in America. In, a letter to 
The Boston Herald he writes as fol- 
lows: 


“Incredible as it may seem, the 
symphony has never been given in 
America, although it was performed 
in France and Italy. It is the more 
amazing, because its idiom is dis- 
tinctly American and its author is an 
American of the purest stock. Its 
musical worth exceeds by far the 
dull stuff that is presented by our 
major orchestras when a ‘pleasur- 
able’ kind of music is wanted.’’ 


Another correspondent, writing in 
The Boston Herald, says that the 
first two movements of. Mr. Allen’s 
symphony were performed by George 
W. Chadwick at-a concert of the 
New England Conservatory Orches- 
tra in Boston on April 22, 1914. The 
writer, Herbert R. Boardman,’ de- 
clares that he was ‘‘much impressed 
with the American. spirit and idiom’’ 
found in the work. 


OPERA IN EUROPE. 


The Opera of Prague brought out 
last month Otakar Jeremias’s new 
opera, ‘“‘The Karamasoff Brothers.’’ 

**The composer, who leads a retired 
life in the outskirts of Prague, has 
in this work entered: for the first 
time the realm of music-drama," 
says the Prager Presse. ‘‘Jaroslaw 
Maria and Jeremias are given on the 
program as librettists of the famous 
Dostoyefsky novel, but it is apparent 
that the composer did the greater 
part of the work. The effective 
climaxes ‘so ‘typical. of Jeremias’s 
style canbe found in every act, 
notably the killing of Fedor, the ar- 
rest of Mitja and the testimony of 
Katja. Character delineation is one 
of the opera’s greatest assets. Un- 
like most modern composers, Jere- 
mias does not regard the drama as 
a symphony ‘to-which the book’ has 
to be adjusted. Several of the new 
opera’s airs can: be- considered 
‘grateful,’ despite the modernity of 
expression.’’ 








A new Polish.opera, ‘‘Jontek’s Re- 
vange,’”’ by Professor Walek-Walew- 
ski, was recently produced in Lem- 
berg... The. libretto deals with the

PRAGUE CHORISTERS. DUE 





UE in New York next Wednes- 
day from Czechoslovakia is 
the Prague Teachers’ Chorus, 
which comes for its first tour of the 
United States, Canada and Cuba. 
The “singing schoolmasters’” are 
sixty men drawn from the grade 
school teachers of their republic. 
They have been. known for twenty 
years in Europe, where they have 
introduced widely the works of 
Czech composers, such as Smetana; 
Dvorak, Foerster, Novak, Jeremias, 
Joseph Suk and Leos Janacek. 
Metod Dolezil, conductor for seven 
years and now only 45 years old, was 
a musical prodigy at 9 years old able 
to take his father’s place at the 
church organ in his native Moravian 
village. At 14 he was admitted to 
the Prague Conservatory and, on 
passing the State music examina- 
tions when he was 16, became the 
first conductor of ‘the Prague 
Women Teachers’ Chorus, then 
founded with the famous male 
chorus as its model, 
Mr. Dolezil has been a teacher at 


[Prague Conservatory since the war. 


The American tour of the men’s 
choir will open in Boston next Satur- 
day night and the first New York 
concert follows at Carnegie Hall on 
Monday, Jan. 7. The schoolmasters 
Sing on Jar. 8 in the Library of 
Congress at Washingion, and after 
concerts at Harvard and Yale uni- 
versities. they will appear a second 
time in New York on Jan. 13, going 
later to Canada, west to Nebraska 
and as far south as Havana before 
their return abroad.

FEW ashe ago the first 
A German - African expedi- 

tion to take up exploration 
work since the World War 
started for the Zambesi and the 
Mozembique district under the 
leadership..of Leo Frobenius, 
Professor of the University of 
Frankfurt and President of the 
Africa Institute. The particular 
tasks of this expedition and the 
problems to be solved are ex⸗ 
plained hy the explorer in the 
following article. 











(| By LEO FROBENIUS. 
T bes been left. to men, of the 
twentieth century to explore 
Africa as to her history, to 
— knowledge about those al- 
most forgotten and (as we now 
know) great and extremely instruc- 
tive periods of civilization in her 
past. 

A hundred years ago the continent 
was known to us in its outlines only. 
No one had ventured into the in- 
terior or knew anything definite 
about it. Only during the ’20s of 
the last. century. did European ex- 
plorera penetrate into that vast com- 
plex, 


This period of almost classic great- 
ness in Africa exploration was fol- 
lowed in the "708 by @ more popular 
one during which people of all 
nations and classes, who had up to 
then been only vaguely conscious of 
the work done, awoke to a fervent 
interest in it, aroused collectively by 
that powerful fascination—the open- 
ing of unknown regions. Expeditions 
became numerous and stimulating, 
and ewakened a will for coloniza- 
tion. The plece of quiet and learned 
oxplorers..was now taken by “big 
men” like Baker, Stanley, Wissmann 
and Peters, the climax of popular in- 
terest being reached about the time 
of the Mahdi rebellion. 

It was in the nature of things that 
colonization, as such, with its con- 
tingent responsibilities should keep 
the solving. of practical. questions, 
such ag the search for rubber and 
ore, in the foreground, and if, side 
by side with researches of purely 
materialistia value there were others 
of a more abstract nature, this 
phenomenon was due to the irrepres- 
sible.craving for exact knowledge in 
the minds of many of the colonizers, 
rather than to help the various gov- 
crnments concerned. 


The Task Outlined. 


Our work has always been of this 
latter kind, For us, as for the 
ancient astrologisis and geographista, 
there can be nothing of more im- 
portance than human life—its nature, 
its. conditions, its variabilities, its 
grades of consciousness, its body and 
its soul. 

The human soul shows itself no- 
where so clearly and unmistakably 
as in a study of the civilizations of 
mankind. To investigate this sub- 
ject, to find. the. laws and the goal 
of human culture in its many forms, 
is my self-appointed task. If I have 
chosen the continent of Africa for 
these researches and have visited it 
again and again, it is for three rea- 
sons: First, the African peopie 
have been left to themselves for 
more than 2,000 years; that is, they 
have not been disturbed by the great 
waves of world history, which swept 
Europe and Asia. Second, the soul 
of this continent is its conservatism, 
its ability to preserve. We could not 
wish for a better mirror in which 
to see the construction and the 
course of civilization. 

When I, a raw youth, began to 
work at African ethnology, more 
than forty years ago, African civili- 
zation on the whole’ was supposed 
to be a wild and Jawless mixture of 
different cultural phenomena. Yett 
when I discovered the doctrine of the 
Circles of Culture in 1898 and the 
resultant new methods which it im- 
plied, chaos began to show structure, 
Today, we know that the African 
continent possesses two prehistoric, 
or, original, cultures and had about 
four circles of foreign influence in 
early historical times, The two first 
cultures are the ‘‘Hamitic” (north- 
ern by origin) and the more equa- 
torial ‘“‘Bthiopic.” 


Hamitic Culture and Europe. 


— — 


strangest culture of all, almost in- 
comprehensible to us Europeans. 
To study and copy these numerous 
drawings, and if possible to observe 
the draftsmen themselves, is one of 
the tasks of my expedition, for 
which a small staff of experts has 
been trained in the Africa Institute 
for some years past. 

The importance of the four ¢arly 
cultural reflexes in Africa is as 
great as that of the original cul- 
tures. When, in early historical times 
(about 400 to 500 B. C.), Asia pro- 
duced the so-called High Cultures 
(Indian, Persian, Egyptiah, Aegean), 
these cultures sent their seeds far 
out from their own homes. One of 
these influences came from the Medi- 
terranean to the Syrtis and to Afri- 
ca Minor; therefore we call it the 
Syrtic Culture. The second came 
from the Atlantic to the Guinea 
Coast; that is the Atlantic Culture. 
The third from the Red Sea into the 
northeast of the continent, and the 
fourth from the Southern Indian 
Ocean to the Mozambique Coast. 
These last we call North Brythreic 
and South Erythreic Cultures. 

The Eurasian seeds took root in 
the soil of these strange coasts and 
propagated far inland within certain 
regional limits, causing new growths 
of civilization. That is the reason 
we find in the Africa of today traces 
of those cultures which were in 
bloom three thousand or more years 
ago in India, Persia and the Aegean 
and have long since withered and 
died in these countries, the remains 
being completely hidden under those 
of a hundred or more younger civili- 
zations which grew up, flourished 
and declined as the older ones did 
before them. 


Aims of the Exploration. 


The student explorer of these old 
cultural influences in Africa has two 
separate tasks before him, the re- 
suits of which have to be considered 
together: the discovery of the far- 
scattered ruins and remains of the 
old culture, and, secondly, a coor 
dination of the evidences of the cul- 
ture of Epigoni, still alive among 
the natives. 

On former expeditions we found 
reason to believe the invasion of 
Africa. in our time to be the second 
which had taken place, and that Jong 
ago the continent had been penc- 
trated by an invasion of high cul- 
tures which had stimulated its civi- 
lization. Between the first cultural 
penetrations and that of our time 
there was an interval of complete 
“‘untouchedness,’’ which lasted about 
1,500 years. (Relations of the North- 
ern Culture with the interior of the 
African continent must actually 
have existed at the time of the 
Ptolemies.) It is one of the tasks 
of our expedition to throw some light 
upon the historical events of this 
interval. 

As there is no documentary evi- 
dence in existence, it is obvious that 
a task of this kind can be under- 
taken successfully only with the aid 
of a new method of research. The 
method, deduced from the ‘‘Doctrine 
of the Circles of Culture’’ years ago, 
is founded on a perception of the tre- 
mendous power of inertness in man 
of the older times, this power being 
far too strong to allow any conscious 
desire for innovation to grow beside 
it. According to this definite theory, 
the color—the iridescence, we might 
say—of the customs, arts, folklore, 
&c., of the nations of the earth is 
perceived to be the outcome of cer- 
tain laws of cultural development 
and not, as they used to be consid- 
ered in my young days, just a riot of 
changing forms, created by the pow- 
erful jmagination of the human race, 


Tracing Old Invasions. 

By studying the customs, the crafts, 
the manners of dress handed down 
to contemporary natives from their 
forefathers we can draw conclusions 
as to the extent in which old or even 
prehistoric cultures developed in the 
continent or invaded it by way of the 
coast, and this may lead us to fix 
the time of the first invasion. 

The civilization which we call the 
South Erythreie Culture takes an 
important place in our researches 
for the following reasons: Its terri- 
tory containg a large number of 
ruins, its characteristics are espe- 
cially clearly defined and its space 
is sbarply limNed. Its territory 
stretches from the Mozambique coast 
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still the home of a very old, very 
powerful and very highly and effi- 
ciently organized State. The ruler of 
this kingdom was called Mono Mo- 
tapa, which hes lately been trans. 
lated as meaning Lord of the Mines, 
These early colonizers have left us 
some tales about the inhabitants of 
the kingdom, as magnificent as they 
are sinister. To take one instance: 
their king was sacrificed regularly 
after a certain period of reign. The 
public celebrations on these occa- 
sions were of incredible cruelty, over- 
matched only by the wild splendor 
of the feast. After the festivals the 
murdered kings were entombed mag- 
nificently in a kind of mausoleum. 
The best information about these 
kings and their subjects we hope to 
get from their own descendants. We 
know that the natives now living 
among the ruined cities of the great 
South Erythreic kingdom have noth- 
ing whatever to do with the people 
who once built them. It is easy to 
understand why it must be so. For 
the people who lived in these cities 
were up to the Middle Ages the lords 
of the gold mines. They were rich, 
they lived in splendor and magnifi- 
cence and so became degenerated. 
Their riches inspired the greed of 
powerful barbaric neighbors,” the 
Zulu, the Matabele, the Basuto. These 
tribes. invaded the country of the 
weakened mine-owners and drove 
them from it, inheriting their gold, 
but not their culture, The remnants 
of the cultured people fled to far 
and lonely districts, hiding from 
their pursuers—but they did not give 
up their culture, In their secret cor- 
ners and hiding places they went on 
practicing their solemn and sinister 
rites—and practice them still to this 
day. 
Continuing Customs. 

Even now they know and observe 
the stars. They still venerate their 
kings, fajlen to the estate of ordinary 
native chiefs. They have sowing 
feasts and harvest feasis, according 
to the traditions of the lords, their 
ancestors. They weave stuffs of 
strange patterns on their ancient 
looms, They build in the archaic 
style of the old cities. Their family 
is ordered by the same rules ag it 
was thousands of years ago, There 
are secret pilgrimages to the ruined 
sanctuaries of the past (especially to 
the Necropolis of the ancient kings) 
for solomn prayers and celebrations, 
They still guard the holy fire, ex- 
tinguishing it at the change of year 
and blessing the newly kindled 
flame. Like their forefathers, they 
acknowledge the prophetic truth re- 
vealed by throwing the oracle dice in 
the traditional manner and comply 
strictly with its rulings, That all 
these customs are as old as the ruins 
of the old cities is proved by the 
evidence in the ruins themselves, 
Evidence of an almost similar cul- 
ture is known to us through the 
sensational results of excavations in 
another continent. That we have 
here in Africa a branch of this an- 
cient culture can be proved by 
comparison of the ceramic work of 
the two countries, potsherds having 
been found in South Hast Afriea by 
earlier excavators, 

Thus the district, which the expedi- 
tion proposes to explore, offers rare 
opportunities for ethnologisal study, 
as important to the ethnologist as 
the evidence of excavated bones and 
horns is to the palaeontologist for 
the reconstruction of an extinct 
species.

Drake, the first well was drilled for 
oil. On Aug. 27, 1859, oi] was found 
at a depth of 69 feet.

Liquid Gold. 

The news of Drake’s discovery sped 
swiftly across the country. Soon 
trails were alive with adventurers 
and speculators. Reapers and culti- 
vators gave way to picks and drills. 
Noisy, bellowing, makeshift cities 
grew in a night. Drillers toiled un- 
ceasingly, grimly awaiting the whis- 
tling ‘“‘hiss’” thet would herald the 
arrival of this buried liquid gold. 

Wells came in. The shack cities 
flourished. Prosperous citizens filled 
their crude quarters with expensive 
furniture. But there were diecour- 
aging barriers. There were no 
streets or roads. In this mad busi- 
ness of producing oil, little time or 
effort was given to civic improve- 
ments.

RTHUR B. DAVIES, whose 
A death abroad occurred last Oc- 

tober, and only recently has 
been made known: in» this country, 
was an artist predestined to abun- 
dant memorial tribute... During his 
lifetime it began... James Huneker, 
twenty-five years ago,: fiung“into a 
dozen pages all the essential truths 
concerning. the. art. of- Davies. -He 
may not have been: the’ first to con- 
nect the terms realist and mystic.in 
relation’ to Davies, but it is quite 
probable—and matters little. His im- 
portant contribution to analysis of 
his often puzzling art was -his defini- 
tion ‘of a mystic as ont who abhors 
the vague.

“Take on New Touches With the Brilliant Fabrics 


INCE Winter sports dress has 
become definitely established as 
to its general style, the varia- 
tions in the new’ models are 

mostly those in the fabrics and 
colors. The sports suits of the best 
grades are made of woolens that are 
light in weight but very warm, the 
most popular being the tweeds, jer- 
seys, kashas and homespuns. All of 
these when ‘offered in coats, suits 
end costumes for special sports ac- 
tivities are recommended by the cou- 
turier or sales person as of ‘‘feather 
weight.” —— — 

Which particular type of goods is 
selected depends upon ’the sort ot 
sport the wearer is going. in «for. 
Among the Parisian ‘designers each 
has his own conception of the proper 
dress to wear for skating, toboggan- 
ing, skiing or ice hockey; ‘or: for the 
less strenuous pastime of hiking 
across the wintry: countryside. The 
question is decided‘ in a measure by 
the part of the country in which the 
sports dress is to be worn. For St. 
Moritz and’ other. mountain places 
the most athletic sort of outfit is 
‘worn—usually jodphurs, which are 
half tight and bind the ankle ‘closely, 
with which is worn a heavy knitted 
jersey or a jacket over. a cardigan 
or flannel shirt. 

The trouser suit, whatever its de- 
sign, is made of finer woven stuff 
than the suits-of other styles, to 
avoid clumsiness. Jane Regny, whose 
collection of Winter sports clothes is 
always awaited with interest by her 
French-American clientéle, is using 
jersey, suéde, even leather for her 
mannish suits, which. are a test of 
the tailor’s skill. In her search for 
novelty she has chosen the Norwe- 
gian costume for her motif, making 
the jodphurs of beige suéde and a 
short though heavy jumper of 
knitted wool in a very modernistic 
pattern of diagonal stripes in beige, 
brown and white.

ITH this combination is worn 

W a cap shaped like the head- 

gear of an aviator, heavy white 
mousquetaire. gloves and flat-laced 
-ghoes with socks that roll into a 
heavy ‘‘cuff’’ about the ankles. The 
color scheme in this costume is that 
of any smart sports ensemble. 

Another from the same house is 
made in orange and brown, with the 
colors delightfully . balanced from 
head to foot. This suit, all of. jersey, 
is unusually chic and. slender. The 
trousers, of Orange wool jersey, are 
finished at the bottom with knitted 
ankle bands of brown yarn, and the 
jumper is knitted in orange, brown 
black and white in gay geometric 
pattern. 

A knitted scarf of orange is wound 
about the throat, with one end hang- 
ing down the back and another in 
front. The cap of knitted orange 
wool fits tightly. It has a tassel that 
falls gracefully to one side. A brown 
leather top coat cut three-quarters 
length has large patch pockets and 
is lined with orange wool material. 

The jodphur suits present more 
distinctive patterns and a greater 
variety of color than most other 
styles of dress for ‘Winter sports. 
The model is in itself an extreme 
costume for women, and the couturi- 
ers who specialize in it are going in 
heavily for original designs. Just 
now the most barbaric patterns— 
negro, Egyptian, Slav and ultra- 
modernistic—are used in the sweaters 
and jumper blouses. 

OTH Regny and Schiaparelli are 
offering these daring schemes, 
some of them in the most vivid 

color combinations. Schiaparelli does 
a spectacular suit with jodphurs of 
plain tan suéde, and a sweater so 
short it barely passes the belt. line, 
knitted of heavy black yarn with a 
startling pattern in white. 

In another conception from this 
house brown and beige are used for 
the entire suit, including jodphurs 
of plain beige wool and a knitted 
sweater also of -beige, with a bold 
pattern in brown. The sleeves remain 
plain beige. Conventional as is the 
costume, the designers manage to 
put into it a certain individuality. 

An American tailor makes an 
amusing skiing outfit in the national 
colors in an ensemble that suggests 
great comfort. The usual trousers, of 
white gabardine, are tucked into 
heavy knitted socks. of. dark blue 
yarn, anda knitted jumper of dark 
blue covers the hips and is belted 
with a strap of bright red lacquered 
leather. A knitted scarf of blue 
finished with red tassels and a white 
aviator’s cap topped with a ‘red pom- 
‘pom complete the costume. 

A picturesque outfit in green -and 
orange is made with breeches that 
ere laced like leggings from the 
ankle to the knee and a Russian 
‘blouse that flares over the hips and 
is cut longer than the usual model. 
This is buttoned down the middle 
front...

N the search for the unusual which 
occupies many designers of sports 
dress, Regny is creating some 

conspicuously smart costumes. One 
motif, the fouragere, she has taken 
from the military. It is a shoulder 
decoration made with a narrow strap 
of crépe de chine in beige, navy, red 
and white. This is used as an inset 
around the neck on one shoulder 
and forms a line across the front to 
the hip on the opposite side, where 
it is finished with a couple of wool 
pompons in the same colors. 

A narrow belt of red leather is worn 
low and the skirt is made plain, with 
three shaped flat pleats stitched at 
one side. With this ultra Parisian 
conception of the sports costume is 
worn a béret of white wool with a 
wide bandeau of the colored stripes 
and a gay little red tassel over 
one ear. 

A very new model in two pieces, 
following the silhouette of a one- 
piece frock, is made of heavy dark 
blue jersey, with red and white in- 
crustations on the blouse. These are 
in the form of bias underarm godets 
slanting toward the front, and on 
the sleeves. The skirt is plain back 
and front, with bias stitched godets 
at each side. This type of dress is 
the very reverse of the dashing 
trouser costumes, but is suitable for

ALM BEACH and its outdoor 
activities are being looked for- 
ward to by many women at 
this time of the year as a res- 
pite from the holidays and a chance 
to play before the Lenten season be- 
gins, and attractive accessories are 
being offered to complete their ward- 
robes.

The bathing suits are especially 
lively, being made in bright plaids, 
all-over designs, and modernistic 
themes in gay colors and unusual 
striped effects. Styles are quite in- 
dividual and ere made with an eye 
to service as well as becomingness. 
The two-piece suits for swimming 
are made with jumpers almost reach- 
ing the bottom of the shorts, or with 
shirts that are worn tucked inside 
the shorts. Although there are many 
in silk, the woolen jerseys and fancy 
knitted weaves are most popular. 


Very few of the swimming suits 
are without an accompanying coat 
or jacket of some kind. They match 
in design but are made of linen or 
some very soft and loosely woven 
cotton fabric.

‘without collars. Sleeves are long and 
finished with unique cuffs or open 
wrists.

COMPLETING THE 


SPORTS COSTUME 





ITH any of the sports suits va- 

W rious sets of accessories may 

be worn at different times. 
The red and white knitted scarf, cap, 
mitten and sock sets are especially 
appropriate for wear with the navy 
blue gabardines. All-white sets in 
brushed wool are also very flatter- 
ing and quite ‘“‘the thing’’ to start 
the season with. But for the real 
sportswoman the more practical sets 
in beige, gray; bright red and plaids 
are desired. These dry without 
showing spots or signs of hard 
wear. 

The stocking hat with medium- 
length point is returning in lighter 
weaves and new bushy tassels. Solid 
colors, such as red, white, blue, 
green, brown and gray, are noted.

M. H. AYLESWORTH, President 
iiational Broadcasting Company—

the National Broadcasting Company

There 
is every likelihood that progress will 
continue to be characterized by 
steady development, rather than by 
any single spectacular revolutionary 
change. 

The uses of radio in aviation are 
making steady advances. During the 
year the Department of Commerce 
installed radio telephone stations for 
communicating essential weather in- 
formation to airplanes, at a number 
of airports on the National Airways. 


J. D, R. FREED, President Freed- 
Eisemann Radio Corporation—I an- 
tieipate no particular change in re- 
ceiving sets, except to note the style 
trend which is unmistakably toward 
the console type, The time will not 
be Jong when table models will be so 
rare as to be practically passe. The 
coming year will bring progress in 
the loud-speaker field, There will 
be - sensationally valuable develap- 
ments in speakers, both in finer-qual- 
ity and simplicity, That production 
will continue to be concentrated into 
fewer hands is certain. 








MAJOR HERBERT H. FROST, 
President Radio Manufacturing As- 
sociation—The new year will see a 
larger market, due to the new buyers 
who have gone without radio so far 
and are now tempted by the quality 
of reproduction and the lowered 
costs, due to the resale markct of 
buyers who realize that their sets 
of a few years ago are not giving 
them the beautiful tones that the 
studios are now putting out on the 
air. That condition will increase the 
1929 market greatly. 





Jd. Ww, GARSIDE, President DeFor- 
est Radio Company—Competitive re- 
search and engineering, quite as well 
as’ competitive production and mer- 
chandising, will be the outstanding 
radio development during 1929. I 
look forward to important and far- 
reaching advances in thé vacuum 
tube art during 1929.

The benefits of such 
an accomplishment will be enormous 
and its effect far-reaching: An in- 
crease in the world's frequency chan- 
nels by 50 per cent or more, at a 
time when the whole radio world 
thinks that it is facing a serious limi- 
tation of the number of available 
radio channels of communication; is 
something to be contemplated. « . 


DR, ALFRED N. GOLDSMITH, 
President Institute of Radio Engi- 
neota—The approaching year shoud

ean public since radio receivers will 
show. still finer characteristics: dur- 
ing this year than in the past. The 
sensitivity of receivers seems to have 
become semi-standardized.

Although the so-called dynamic 
cone loud speaker has been available 
for several years, it has been contin- 
ually refined in design and improved 
in performance until it is at this 
time the most faithful known de- 
vice for the reproduction of broad- 
cast programs. Its improvement will 
continue in moderate measure the 
coming years. Vacuum tube develop- 
ment has not, reached its final goal 
but proceeds year by year toward 
improved and more useful types of 
tubes. The four-electrode tube and 
the power output tube are engaging 
the attention of the specialista in 
these matters cnd improvements in 
these davices may be expected dur- 
ing 1929. 

The question is often asked whether 
commercial television will see the 
light of day during the coming year. 
Television appears to the radioe en- 
gineer as a most interesting sub- 
ject for laboratory research and 
other experimentation. 





GENERAL J. G, HARBORD, Pres- 
ident Radio Corporation of America 
—The healthy exvansion of national 
broadcasting networks of intercon- 
nected staticns, by means of which 
programs of the highest quality 
have been rendered available to. the 
entire country, will no doubt con- 
tinue during 1929 and will lead to 
even greater benefits from this 
method of broadcasting to the peo- 
ple of the United States. As a con- 
spicuous instance of such benefit are 
the courses in musical appreciation 
which will. be further developed dur- 
ing the coming year. 

While still in its swaddling clothes, 
television is, the subject of well-or- 
ganized and promising experimental 
development. Though it is in the 
research laboratory stage at present, 
it engages the attention of the 
forward-looking radio engineers and 
investigators and may, in the courga 
of years, be expected gradually to 
take its place side by side with radio 
telephone hroadcasting. 





A. ATWATER KENT—It may be 
said truthfully that the radio indug- 
try has passed from the experimental 
to the engineering stage and that 
research and production have sup- 
planted theory and experiment.

Corporation—I cannot agree that the 
outstanding development of radio in 
1929 will be television or the screen- 
grid tube. The former is some years 
diatant and thé, letter means little to 
the consumer in so far as his prin- 
cipal objective is concerned, namely, 
better tone quality. I would gay the 
important development in 1929 will 
be the improvement of tone quality 
by the rank and file of manufac- 
turers, Coupled with improvement 
in tone quality is the demand for 
automatic tuning.

E. F. McDONALD JR., President 
Zenith Radio Corporation—Television 
for home use is not in the picture 
for 1929. Screen grid tubes will mean 
ttle to the consumer. I predict that 
the largest increase in sales of 1929 
over 1928 will he to the farmer, who 
has been yery slow in accepting ra- 
dio and to whom radio mcans so 
much, 


MARTIN P. RICE, Manager of 
Broadcasting, General Blectric Com- 
Bany—The important problems facing 
radio today are more than technical; 
they are fundamental economic prob- 
lems involving the whole: industry, 

Some of the new broadcasters he- 
ing undertaken are not likely to give 
the public any new service, and sta- 
tions representing large expenditures 
and having long service records are 
being forced to cut their time to a 
point where the investment is un- 
profitable. One might suppose that 
the public could be as well served by 
five stations, each operating one- 
fifth of the time, as by one station 
operating full time, but the economist 
sees at once that the five-station 
plan requires five times the invest- 
ment for the same service, and is 
therefore too wasteful to survive.’

REPARATIONS have hegun, 

both by government officials 

and experts ef the various rar 
dio chains; for ‘the broadcasting of 
the inauguration of Mr, Hoover on 
March 4. As each national event 
comes along, predictions are made 
that the broadcast will be bigger and 
better than ever before, and the 
broadeast of March 4 is expected to 
be no exception.. It was said that 
en eleotion::night: the broadcast 
would be far superior ta that of four 
years previous, and that was a fact, 


The complete coverage will include 
the placing of announcers at various 
points in Washington who will take 
up the line of mareh and the cere-. 
monies as they develop in their va- 
rious localities. This was most suc, 
cessfully tried out when Colonel 
Lindbergh arrived in Washington 
from his flight to France. 

An innovation which it is hoped 
ean be carried out in: connection 
with the swearing in of the Vice 
President in the Senate Chamber just 
prior to the swearing in of the Preg, 
ident, is the Vice Presidential cere- 
mony, which has never been broad- 


The — —— was made at the 
last inauguration that this ceremony 
be broadcaat, hut it was none other 
than the Vice President-elect, Mr, 
Curtis, who was at that time in 
charge of the arrangements at the 
Capitol, whe refused to have this 
done. It ig believed, however, that 
he may change his mind this time; 
in fact, he will have nothing to do 
with the arrangements this year,

They will be in charge of Senator 
George Moses of New Hampshire. 

It is not generally known that prior 
to the swearing in of the President 
on the east front of the Capitol 
he is taken into the Senate Chamber, 
where he’ witnesses the swearing in 
of the Vice President and the Sena- 
tors. The whole assemblage then 
forms a procession and proceeds 
along. the corridors of the Capitol 
until they emerge at the east front, 
where the President takes the cath 
of effice. It is the proceedings in 
the Senate Chamber which the 
broadeasters are now proposing to 
put on the air, 

Under the present arrangements, 
which are of course as yet incom- 
plete, announcers will be stationed at 
various points along Pennsylvaniu 
Avenue on the route of the parade, 
and as the President and the Presi- 
dent-elect drive down the famous 
avenue the scene will be described 
to the country over the air. The 
scene will then be shifted into the 
Senate Chamber, following which 
the ceremonies at the swearing in 
of the President will be taken up. 
Then again the announcers on the 
route back to the White House will 
describe the scene which will for the 
first time give details over the air 
cf the complete inaugural. 

The broadcaat officials say that in 
so far as they can help they intend 
to make, the.geyemonies as dignified 
and solemn as possible in view of 
the seriousness of the occasion. They 
purpose to give every broadcasting 
station in the country a chance to 
join the chain go that the people in 
every village and hamlet in the 
country ean have equal advantages 
of enjoying the proceedings. The 
only expense to the stations will be 
that of the wire connections which 
may be necessary. There is a chance, 
therefore, that the largest hook-up 
which has ever heen arranged will 
tell the people of :the country of the 
inaugural of Mr, Hoover, himself an 
ardent radio fan and a friend of 
radio.

RADIO TREATY _ 
-GOES INTO E 








HE Federal Radio Commission 
feels that the amateur hag suffi-: 
ciently demonstrated his useful» 

ness, both in furthering th 

of the science of radte —* vim fur 
nishing service in times of emerg- 
ency, to justify a liberal policy with 
regard to his operation, according to 
reports from Washington, Theres are 
now 16,923 amateur stetions licensed. 

On Jan; 1 the international radio 
convention becomes effective which 
was agreed upon Nov. 25, 1027, 
with an attendance composed of dele- 
gates frora seventy-nine countries. 
This treaty:was aceepted by the Sen- 
ate, signed by President Coolidge} 
and becomes operative so far ag the 
United States is concerned, Other 
countries which have so.far ratified 
the treaty include: Canada, Nor- 
way, Denmark and Holland, and’ offi- 
cials of the State Department expect 
that France, Great Britain, Italy and 
Germany will ratify before Jan. 1, 
1229, 

One of the interesting principale 
accepted by the conference was the 
internationa] recognition, for the 
firat time, of. amateur radio opera- 
tors, The status of the amateur was 
defined; hig service.as an experi- 
menter and his value in promoting 
international good-will was. recog- 
nized, and his continued activity as- 
sured by the allocation to ‘him of 
certain speeifled wave lengths. This 
recognition was accomplished 
through the efforts of the delegations 
of; Canada, Italy, Australia, New 
Zealand and the United States. The 
treaty provides a new aystem .of 
amateur calls to indicate nationality. 

Three Parts to Treaty. 

This treaty consists of three parts} 
first, the convention, second, the 
general regulations, and third,. the 
supplementary regulations. The 
regulations are based to some extant 
on a draft of regulations for mobile 
radio service which was formulated 
at an interallied conference in this 
city in 1920, the technical ‘features 
having heen revised at an interallied 
conference in Paris in 1921, 

The. provisions of the convention 
cover such matters as the licensing 
of _radio-transmitting stations . and 
operators, the secrecy of measages, 
intercommunication between coastal 
and ship stations, the mutual ex 
change of information necessary to 
fatilitate international radio com- 
munication, the settlement of. ac- 
counts in the mobile service, the, es 


sulting committee on radio com- 
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munication, the allocation of blocks 
of Gall lettera to countries, and ‘the 
settlement of disputes by arbitration 


. Perhaps the most important article 
of the regulations is No. 5; which 
denis with the allocation of frequency 
ef wave length bands to radio’ serv-’ 
ices. In the allocation, waves are 
designated in the first Instance. by 
their frequency in. kilocyeles per sec- 
ond. Following ' this’ désignation 
there is. given the approximate wave 
length in meters. The frequency al- 
location adopted is not an allocation 
£6 sounhtrics, It is entirely an alloca: 
tion to services, the stations of .all 
countries having equal rights to the 
use of the bands designated for a 
particular service. p : , 

While the conference recognized 
that .the allocation of frequency 
bands to specific services was neces- 
sary -in order to minimize ‘ interfer- 
ence, there was a corresponding der.

— — Radio Receiver 


Should Do—Feéatures to Look For in Per- 
** formance—Tone Quality Is Important -

NE of the fundamental needs of 
O: humankind is to escape, ‘after 

thé labors of ‘the day are done, 
from the humdrum realities which 
have occupied attention during the 
working hours, Be it ever so inter- 
esting or important, the time comes 
each day when man tires of his toil. 
It is then that he needs relaxation— 
and the possibilities of a sojourn into 
the’ world of entertainment and 
amusement. At other times he finds 
an equal need for.instruction and en- 
lightenment. Down through the cen- 
turies man has sought 'méans for this 
daily « escape from the world of things 
as they are. He has searched for the 
passkey which opens the door to 
things. which his working hours do 
not bring to him. 


Radio, .most. recent’ offspring of 
electrical science, combines within 
‘self Many of the elements of ro- 
mance, novelty ‘and human appeal, 
which are the object of his search.. 
Its winged words or flying song 
speed to him through the unlighted 
spaces of the Winter. night, and 
neither hill nor dale, nor’ snow nor 
flood can ‘stay them in their path. 
There is a unique appeal in ‘the very 
mode by which the radio message 
reabhes mankind. And’ we believe 
that “‘age cannot wither nor custom 
stalé its infinite variety.””. As long 
as than reaches out, so long will the 
mode of travel of the radio message’ 
ufiquély appeal to him. 


Points to Consider. 

Today the entire realm of sound 
ean be carried through the air; in 
the years to come, perhaps, the great 
field of sight will be added. The 
grave and gay, the whimsical and 
the serious, the thoughtful or the 
rollicksome—all these are part of the 
entertainment: radio brings into the 
home. 

Many seekers after the gift of 
radio, who have not yet shared in its 
benefits, ask themselves questions as 
to what sort; of receiving equipment 
they need. -The main;things to look: 
for in a radio receiver are easily de- 
scribed in general terms, though in 
this field, as in all others, judgment 
and discrimination, together: with 
some artistic taste and training, are 
necessary for the wisest decisions. 

All receivers which are selected 


should have excellent tone quality. It 
will avail a listener little if he secures 
a highly sensitive or convenient 
receiver and yet from the brazen 
throat of a raucous loud-speaker- 
there shall come unwelcome and, un-. 
charming sounds. e prospective 
listener, should devote the necessary 
time to an audition of the best sta- 
tions in his vicinity on a receiver of 
the type he proposes to use, in. order 
that he may be sure that speech is 
crisp..and intelligible with human 
naturalness of quality, and that. or- 
chestral selections are reproduced 
with a semblance of reality. The 
various instruments of the orchestra 
should be distinguishable. The. bass 
notes should be deep and full, and 
the -high notes: clean-cut and clear. 
The volunie should be adequate so 
that the climax of a great composi- 
tion shall not ‘‘fall’ flat.” 

It is pertinent to ‘say a good word 
here for the modern dynamic loud- 
speaker with its excellent capabilities 
for: producing both satisfactory qual- 
ity and adequate volume. It is a par- 
ticularly desirable type for rooms of 
considerable size. 


The receiver’ must be sufficiently 
selective so that all the local stations 
can be separated from each other 
without ‘interference or ‘‘cross-talk,”’ 
and that the more powerful distance 
stations (at least those at reasonable 
distances) should be receivable under 
moderately favorable conditions dur- 
ing the Winter season. 

The sensitiveness of the receiver 
should be sufficiently great to en- 
able the use of a moderate sized an- 
tenna. (or loop) even for the recep- 
tion of somewhat distant stations on 
evenings when distant reception is 
up to the average, or beyond. 

Since the receiving set is to be an 
article of domestic use, it should as- 
suredly be arranged for convenient 
operation. It should display thought- 
ful care for the comfort of its user. 
Scales should be clearly visible and 
well illuminated; tuning should be 
uni-control, volume contro! should be 
simple, positive and quiet; and oper- 
ation from the power supply circuit 
should be provided wherever pos- 
sible. 

For the same reasons, the cabinet 
should be artistically designed to

(2) Is there any danger of 
the battery solution freezing when 
exposed to..freezing..temperature?— 
T. C. R. ANSWER-—It is best. to 
place the battery in the care of a 
good. service. man.in his establish- 
ment, especially. during the Winter. 
Otherwise some one would have to 
visit your home at least once every 
two weeks. to: give the battery a 
boosting charge and see if it is in 
good condition. Storage batteries 
can be fully charged, emptied of 
their solution,‘ then rinsed with dis- 
tilled water, dried and left indefi- 
nitely, but this procedure is trouble- 
some. (3) Yes;-a discharged battery 
will easily become frozen when in a 
discharged condition in cold weather. 
Freezing will ruin a storage battery. 
In the dry storagé process prepara- 
tion, it is often advisable to charge 
for a: few hours with cells filled with 
distilled water after the acid solution 
is emptied out, before pr ur final rins- 
ing.

A, genetation has passed between, 
the inauguration of the two Roose-. 
velts. The, Gay. Nineties have, made 
Wway.for.the, Rushing,,Twenties. On 
Tuesday .Franklin Roosevelt's; voice 
‘will,-be heard, as he makes: his .in- 
augural ..address, .throughout the 
State; that same afternoon, airplanes 
will fly, over the country with films 
not only: bearing an image but also 
@ record. of the voice of the: new 
Governor. 


And these marvels are but a few: 
of those that have come into being 
in the intervening thirty years. Vast, 
indeed, have been the discoveries and 
inventions of this period, but no 
more so ‘than the ‘accompanying 
changes in our manner of life and 
‘ways of thought: 

Political ideas have likewise wun- 
dergone a complete metamorphosis, 
and many of the so-called radical 
ideas'of T. R. are looked ‘upon ‘to- 
day'as outgrown. 

What will thé new Governor bring 
with him to Albany in the way of 
new ideas of State Government? 


Returning but a few days,ago, from 
Warm Springs, Ga., bronzed and 
looking fit, Mr. Roosevelt’s. appear- 
ance belied any of the stories of his 
ill health. Seated in his library on 
the second floor of his house. in 
Sixty-fifth Street,.surrounded by his 
books, prints and drawings and with 
a ship model on the table. behind 
him, he. outlined,some of the things 
that he hopes to accomplish during 
his coming administration. 


“On taking. up‘ the reins of govern- 
ment,’’ said Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘one is 
immediately appalled by the tremen- 
dous amount of detail work of which 
the man in the street has absolutely 
no idea. 


Governor Smith’s 


*‘Needless to say, the wonderful 
reforms effected by Governor Smith 
have put the government. of this 
State on a more business-like foot- 
ing; and he has managed, further- 
more, to remove a tremendous amount 
of the red tape which has heretofore 
clogged ‘the wheels of public work. 
Of course; the’ Governor instituted 
this, but it has not- been ‘completed; 
and so, during ‘the coming adminis- 
tration, further work ‘will be carried 
on along this line.’’ * 


Mr. Roosevelt went on to énumer- 
ate some of the reforms and ideas 
of Governor Smith. He spoke of him 
as possessing leadership, ‘‘articulate 
and willing to bear responsibility,” 
and as one who needed no Official 
spokesman to interpret the oracle, 

“Which means,’’ I asked, ‘‘that 


Reforms, 


your administration will also take | 


the people into its confidence?”’ 

“Naturally,” replied Mr. Roose- 
velt, ‘“‘The, Democrats have always 
believed what President Cleveland 
so tersely put into words—that ‘pub- 
lic office is a public trust.’ .After all, 
I have just received a.job from the 
people of this State. They are, my 
employers, and as such are entitled 
to know how and what their émploye 
is doing. ; 

‘“‘While the Governorship is an old 
office, it_is up to the Governor to 
make use of the latest means of 
keeping that office up to,date. For 
eight. years now the. radio has 
changed the complexion of cam-! 
paigns, and to my mind it should be 
used to keep the Governor in closest 
touch with the people and the people 
with the Governor. 


*fAll the messages in the written | 


word do not mean half so much as 
the voice of the administrator him- 
self, It brings a personal touch into 
government which had heretofore 
been lacking.’’ 

From a.small table which stood. be- 
gide his chair Mr. Roosevelt took up 
a package of cigarettes and lighted 
one, and he. unwrapped a bundle 
which lay there also. There were a 
couple of books in it,.mot new ones, 
but old, musty volumes.in their orig- 
inal calf bindings. With the eager 
look. of a bibliophile, he smiled. ‘‘A 
couple of early works on our navy,”’ 
he said, 
lege I.have been collecting every- 
thing that I.could find on our navy: 
Today I: have one of.the largest. li- 
braries:on that subject. It was a toss- 
«up as to whether I should go to Har- 
vard or Annapolis; you see,’ but, as I 
‘was a Roosevelt; Harvard won.” 

A Man of Many Interests. 

The new Governor is so versatile 
and so yitally ifterested in so many 
different subjects and talt:s so enter- 
tainingly upon all that one-is apt to 
forget the purpose of one’s visit. I 
realized. that unless I were careful I 
should come away withthe, purpose 
of my call unfplfilled...I asked: his 
ideas as to the functions,.of State 
government. " 

“I believe,” -he-said, “‘that in the 
future the State-and when, I say. the 
State Ido not mean New York alone⸗ 
will assume a much. larger(réle in the 
lives of its citizens....Public(health, I 
believe, is a responsibility. of the 
State, and I. think that there will be 
a@ general widening of its:activities to 
promote general welfare. -The State 
educates its children. Why not also 
keep them well? 


“Now, some people are going to 


say this is socialistic.:. My answer 


to them is that itis ‘social,’ not: ‘so-! 


cialistic.’ 


‘‘Many important changes: are com- 


ing in this country in’ the future,-and! 
Iam not particularly worried: about 
the people who say these changes are

A Progressive Outlook. 


‘Take the workmen’s compensation 
law, for instance. When it was first 
broached the standpatters of those 
days held up their hands in holy hor- 
ror and exclaimed: ‘What are we 
coming to? This is rank socialism!’ 
Today it is taken as a matter of 
course, and. is not only no .longer 
looked, upon. as radical but, on the 
other . hand, is. regarded as a most 
necessary and beneficent piece of 
legislation. i 

“T'am a. firm believer in real! and 
genuine progress, but by that I do 
not mean to, go off;the handle and 
favor every .piece of radical legisla- 
tion - that is: proposed. New ideas 
can be good or bad, just the same as 
old ones. 

Take, -for. instance, . the accumula- | 
tion.of -hundreds of;millions of dol-

lars into a small number of big for- 
tunes. You know what the extreme 
radicals of the day say about them. 
I, on the other hand, believe that 
it is the duty of the men possessing 
these fortunes to see that they are 
used correctly; in other words, they 
have a duty to the State, and every- 
where we see a growing belief in this 
idea. In still other words, while 
there may yet be ‘malefactors of 
great wealth,’ if there are they are 
very few in number; and, moreover, 
the fact that a man is wealthy does 


‘malefactor.’ 

“TI for one believe that after all the 
best government is the least govern- 
ment; and as the onward march of 
civilization brings forward new prob- 
lems for solution they must, in turn, 
be met with the most ‘modern ideas 
in government. 

“No government must interfere 
with the legitimate acts of: its’ citi- 
zens; on the other hand, no govern- 
ment must be unwilling to tackle 
those problems that arise as the re- 
sult"of our if¢reased population and 
the immense and varied new inven- 
tions of modern ‘science. A govern-

After all, a government is. nothing 
but a whole bunch of us multiplied. 
And governments as well as indi- 
viduals die from inaction. 


“It is this inaction upon the part 
of the Federal Government that has 
played “havoc ‘with the farmers 
throughout the’ country. e 


Mr. Roosevelt was asked what he 
proposed doing for the farmers of 
this State. 

‘Immediately after my _ election,”’ 
he said, ‘‘I brought together twenty- 
one.experts to formulate suggestions 
to guide me in dealing with the farm 
problem of this State. They formed 
a commission to study agricultural 
conditions. 


“Rural taxation has increased 
more. rapidly in the last ten years 
than urban taxation; and the com- 
mission feels that unless something 
is done to. offset it it will increase 
still more during the next ten years, 
Here -are some of its suggestions.” 

Mr. Roosevelt rummaged through a 
pile of papers which, in spite of their 
apparent disorder, were arranged in 
some sort of method of his own. 


“The State should relieve the coun- | 





ties from paying for part of the con- 
struction of the State highway sys- | expenditures to the State; and, sec- 
tem; and, in addition to. bearing this | ond, bv lowering the cost of local gov- 


expense, the State should pay for ad- 
ditions to the system, thereby reliev- 
ing the county of future expendi- 
tures. The State itself and the rail- 
roads should pay for the elimination 
of grade crossings on State high- 
ways. 


A Tax on Gasoline. 


“The commission also recommend- 
ed that a gasoline tax of two cents 
be inaugurated, the proceeds to go 


in part to the improvement and care | 


of county and town: highway con- 
struction; and that the State assume 
the minimum salary of rural school 
teachers. Finally, it: recommended 
the business management of town 
and county governments. 

“These are but the proposals of 
this: commission, and’ before any of 
them are adopted, naturally, much in- 
vestigation will be nécessary. How- 
ever, whatever happens, one thing is 
certain—politics' will’ not enter into 
the solution. 

“It appears from these suggestions 
that ‘there are two methods sug- 
gested. First, the reduction in: vari- 
ous ways of the tax. burden in the 
rural communities by the transfer- 
ence of a portion of the present local 


ernment, by putting the work on a 
more businesslike basis. 


“It is obvious.that these two pro- 
posals go hand in hand. We have as 


a State taken the lead in placing 
government on a. business basis, and 
any ohe familiar with a majority of 
town and county governments knows 
that a good many dollars could be 
saved, if they, too, were put upon a 
more efficient and businesslike basis. 

“Every dollar thus saved in town 
and county government means either 
a reduction in taxes or more money 
available for: public’ improvements. 
The choice rests with the voters of 
the town and county; and this, after 
all, is an extension of home rule. 

“It is useless, however, to have the 
State assume a larger share of the 
public improvement ‘program than it 
now carries unless the towns and 
counties go half way in making an 
equal saving. ; 

**Moreover, it is probable that there 
will be a change in the tax system 
as regards agriculture: It may be 
possible that the present farm real 
estate tax may be altered in some 
general way, to put the farm tax on 
a parallel basis with the tax on peo- 
ple engaged in business: The busi- 
ness man pays a tax on his profits 
and ‘his’ income, which’ makes up & 








big proportion of-his total tax, even 
if he pays.a real.estate tax.in.addi- 
tion, The farmer pays a real estate 
tax, but he pays it whether he is 
making any money or not. <A solu- 
tion of the farm tex problem may 
provide one of the remedies for the 
general farm problem.”’ 


* Surpluses and Taxation. 


“What about general taxation?’’ 
Mr. Roosevelt was asked. 

“The present'rate ofthe general 
property tax,’ he said, “is a half 
mill, having been reduced from two 
mills by Governor Smith. Naturally, 
further reduction will altogether de- 
pend upon the State’s finances.» From 
figures that I have seen the State is 
going to have a surplus on hand; if 
this surplus is sufficient, ‘it’ goes 
without saying that taxes will be -re- 
duced, and the first to -benefit - by 
this will: be the general property tax. 
Of course, -all taxes cannot: be te- 
duced simultaneously-and still leave 
enough money to run''the govern- 
ment, but it may be advisable to re- 
duce some at: once’ and to meet the 
deficit by increasing others. 

“It is impossible, however, to bene- 
fit one class at the expense of an- 
other, for our civilization is so com- 
plex’and all of us are so interdepen-

Needless to say, the man who will 
be inaugurated as Governor next 
Tuesday has liberal and forward- 
looking views upon the labor ques- 
tion in general. In reply. to. a ques- 
tion as to his stand on the proposal 
of a “fair wage,”’ he replied: 

“The so-called ‘fair-wage’ program 
is more flexible than. the ‘minimum 
wage,’ which was declared unconsti- 
tutional, by a court. ruling. . It, pro- 
vides for greater .cooperation be- 
tween the employer, the employe and 
the body administering the law. 

‘When the original minimum. wage 
law was declared unconstitution 
there was a dictum which seemed ty 
indicate that the purpose sought 
could be obtained . constitutionally 
through fair-wage legislation — the 
word ‘fair’ applying, of course, .to 
both the employer and the employe, 

“The labor laws of this State are 
assuredly more advanced and more 
practical in operation than _those.of 
any other State, arid” the ‘question 
that it is up to us ‘to determine is 
whether it is more advisable to seek 
the fair wage objective by constitu- 
tional legislation or’ administrative 
action by the State Department of 
Labor under the existing law. 

“That will best’ be’ determined by 
the various organizations, composed 
of employers ‘and employed, who are 
now studying the- ‘qtiéstion.”* 

Need of Other Reforms, 


“It. is. very, difficult,’’..Mr, -Roose- 
velt continued, ‘‘to go.into.detail as 
to what my administration will do; 
and it is tooearly tomake any pre- 
dictions. Of course, much asGovernor 
Smith has done to. reform. and im-

XCAVATIONS into primi- 
tive village sites in Alaska

_dMicCracken Expedition of | the 
American Museum.‘ of Natural 
History, which returned recent- 
ly to New York. In the article 
below the leader of the expedi- 
tion gives an account of the 
archaeological finds of the party. 


By HAROLD McCRACKEN. 
OST of us think of Alaska as 
a land of forests and glaciers 
and gold. We. picture to 
ourselves a vast expanse 
of.. wild. and isolated territory .still 
standing upon the threshold cf ex- 
ploration.. Our. impressions, gath- 
ered largely from novels and movies, 
are pictured in the struggle of a dog 
team over a wilderness of snow, in 
dance halls and spectacular battles 
for possession of mining claims...In 
short,. Alaska. seems .far. removed 
from our daily life and the work- 
shops of civilization. 

True, many parts of Alaska remain 
unexplored. Its population is. less 
than that of the city of Pawtucket, 
R.-1., though in actual area it is al- 
most a quarter as large as the entire 
United States. And yet it would be 
a mistake to suppose that the hand- 
ful of courageous pioneers waging 
their battle there against nature is 
opening an entirely virgin world, The 
fact remains that Alaska was once 
apparently the centre of population 
of the whole of North America. Sci- 
entists. have deduced from various 
sources and investigations that 
Alaska was the home of the Stone 
Age man who first invaded our con- 
tinent when our Eastern seaboard 
awaited man’s first coming and re- 
mained a part of the ‘‘great unex- 
plored.” 

Along the shores of almost every 
bay in the Aleutian Islands or on the 
Alaskan Peninsula are to be found 
«the remains of prehistoric occupa- 
tion. Deep refuse heaps, composed 
of shells and of the bones of wild 
animals, are sometimes spread over 
an expanse of many acres. These, as 
well as the saucer-like depressions 
that mark the habitations of primi- 
“tive man, are an inspiration to the 
zeal of the archaeologist. 


Where the Asians Crossed. 


Since it is a generally accepted 
theory that the human race first 
migrated from Asia to this continent 
by way of the Aleutian Islands and 
Alaska Peninsula or Bering Straits, 
it is natural that in this vicinity sci- 
ence should search for further data. 
And it was here that our own expe- 
dition carried on it8 archaeological 
researches last Summer. 

The site we picked for our first 
extensive excavations was once a 
primitive village. At the edge of 
one of the largest bays on the Ber- 
ing Sea coast of the Alaska Penin- 
sula, it lay in the heart of a coun- 
try that had once apparently 
swarmed with game. Even now its 
waters teem with fine food fish, and 
several varieties of clams hint at a 
once inexhaustible supply. 

Because of shallow water, our 
g@chooner Morrissey was compelled to 
anchor just inside the entrance to 
the bay. This meant that our camp 
equipment had to be transported in 
two small motor launches to the vil- 
lage site. 

Edward Weyer of Yale University 
and a member of the staff of the 
"American Museum of Natural His- 
tory was the archaeologist and an- 
thropologist of the expedition. He 
was in charge of excavating opera- 
tions. I had previously visited this 
village site five years before, and 
‘was convinced that there was a spot 
which might yield at least a few of 
the long-hidden secrets of the earliest 
Americans. 

The village itself occupied a large 
flat area that extended from the 
hot springs to the base of the mout- 
tains. On the side next ‘the bay 
‘Was an elevation that dropped off in 
a sheer precipice; and it was there 
that the people had dumped the 
bones and clam shells left over from 
their primitive feasts. On either 
hand were the waters of other 
small harbors that indented the 
coastline of the big bay. Camp was 
pitched alongside one of the hot 
springs pools where the ground was

to formulate a quite comprehensive 
outline. of the occupations and home 
life! of the ‘ancient villagers. We 
could’ even trace certain of the “‘new 
inventions’ which occurred and de- 
veloped during different generations. 
It -was.very much like the working 
out of a difficult puzzle. Day by day 
the “various. parts were found, and 
day ‘by day the pattern was pieced 
together: 

The search began in the “kitchen 
middens’’ or refuse heaps on the ele- 
vated ‘cape in front of the village. 
Wide ditches were dug to cross-sec- 
tion’ the place. Carefulscrutiny was 
made of every shoveltul of the exca# 
vated material, that no implement or 
other telltale article might be missed. 
Every article was numbered and cat- 
alogued as found, with notations as 
to location; dépth, &c. The more re- 
cent things were those nearest the 
surface; as the digging progressed in 
depth the. » became: older. 
Through this. ‘medium um one phase of 
a ch al history of ‘the village 
was made. 


— ——— 


In order to reach the earliest traces 
of human life some of the excavations 
had to be carried to.a:depth of about 
eleven feet. ‘Such a depth, though of 
no tremendous significance in itself, 
was important because of the par- 
ticular conditions,.of the location, for 
we were working in an area elevated 
about fifty feet above the level of 
the beach and forming a point of 
land surfounded by water on three 
sides, (Strong winds, for which that 
part of the world is famous, almost 
incessantly swept it in an apparent 
effort to blow every bit of earth and 
dust into the little harbors:on either 
side. ‘The frequent and heavy Alas- 
kan rains were always trying to wash 
the place away. In fact, all.of the 
natural elements were working 
against the upbuilding of this place. 
Ground accumulates very slowly, 
even under ideal conditions. Yet in 
one of the excavations we found a 
surface layer of black earth five 
feet thick, which indicated the ex- 
treme antiquity of even the topmost 
of the kitchen refuse beneath it. 
Mute evidences were found of the 
seasonal diet of these Stone Age na- 
tives. Layers of crumbling salmon 
bones told of the Summer plentiful- 
ness of those big fish, when it was 
probably unnecessary to hunt game 
such as caribou and bear. On the 
other hand, thin layers of powdery 
sea urchin shells gave testimony of 
harder times. And thick layers of 
the bones of walrus, whale and the 
other large animals stirred our imag- 
ination with pictures of thrilling en- 
counters between these great crea- 
tures and man with his primitive 
weapons. 

Charred evidences of camp fires 
were found, around which the vil- 
lagers probably gathered to cook the 
flesh of their quarries and to listen 
to tales of spectacular prowess in the 
hunting field.. Each discovery was 
like a voice speaking out of the, far- 
distant past and further confirmed 
the antiquity of this particular vil- 
lage. It was probably one of the 
oldest ever investigated in that part 
of the continent. 


Before Stone Lamps. 


A significant feature of Weyer’s 
excavations was the fact that oil- 
burning stone lamps, so common 
and yet so important in the lives 
of most Arctic natives of which we 
havVe-any records; ‘were found in this 
ancient village site only.in the.uppér 
or more recent strata. From this it 
seems quite apparent that the lower 
strata mark a period in the lives of 
the inhabitants before the stone lamp 
was invented. 

It appears that these people, like 
the Eskimos, had no fires inside 
their living quarters, until they dis- 
covered the possibilities of oll-burn- 
ing stone lamps. Their only means 
of warmth was from the skins and 
furs of the wild animals they killed. 
Even at the time of the advent of 
the first Russian explorers the Aleuts 
did not have fires for heating or 
cooking inside their animal-like 
dwellings, except the stone lamp.

It was, according to the’ early 
Russian visitors, a point of social 
etiquette among those natives, when 
they had a visitor, to light the best 
oil lamp and let. the guest put it under 
his own shirt to warm himself. And 
when they went on a hunting trip 
the little stone lamp was taken along. 
The fuel was taken from the seal or 
whale that the hunter killed. 

The lighting of a fire was not an 
easy matter for these people. Dry, 
feathery down must first be gath- 
ered from a certain weed. This was 
placed in a small cup-shaped’ cavity 
in a piece of ivory or wood. The 
end of a firemaking rod was alsd 
placed in this same hole, and it was 
revolved, by the use of a cord, at 
such speed that the friction heated 
the feathery tinder to.a smoldering 
point. It was then coaxed into a 
flame by blowing and the addition 
of other dry material. 

Among our most interesting finds 
were two unusual

A Ceremonial Mask. 


One of these masks was un- 
earthed near the foot of an unusual 
human burial. It was especially 
grotesque in appearance. Its eyes 
bulged in a fixed stare. “The bridge 
of its prominent nose mounted to the 
top of a narrow-pointed head. Real 
teeth had been inserted in a gaping 
mouth. Probably this mask had 
been used in ceremonial rituals and 
had been carried about on the end of 
a stick. 


This mask was found at the foot 
of a grave in a snug frame of rocks. 
Directly over, the.skeleton lay two 
skulls—one of a walrus, the other of 
a small whale. The legs had been 
disjointed at the pelvic sockets and 
placed so that their upper ends lay 
within a few inches of the chin, 

The other mask, portraying. a ro- 
tund face, had been carved in the 
game general manner, It was not 
found near any burial place. Nota 
single fragment of pottery was 
found. This may indicate that food 
was eaten raw or merely cooked on 
sticks over the open fires. It is pos- 
sible, however, that vessels of wood 
or skin may have been used and 
heated stones dropped into the con- 
tents to cook it. There is also the 
chance that the hot springs around 
which these people built their village 
Were utilized to prepate some of 
their foods; That this was within 
réasonable’ practicability.may be as- 
sumed from the fact that we occa- 
sionally heated canned goods, made 
tea and even placed eggs in the bub- 
bling. springs to prepare them for 
our own meals. 

From the several hundred imple-

unearthed it was possible to make, 
in part at least, a comprehensive 
restoration of the lives and pursuits 
of these ancient peoples. 

A fondness for children, for in- 
stance, was indicated by the toys 
that Weyer and his excavators found 
Where the ages of time had covered 
them.to a depth of many feet. Most 
of these toys were dolls which their 
elders had carved for them from the 
ivory of walrus tusks. 

The peoples who founded — 
habited the primitive village around 
the hot springs, amd ‘the other ¢on- 
temporaneous settlements.along the 
Bering Sea coast, can be said to have 
lived entirely off nature. Virtually 
everything that they ate or wore 
was derived from himting or fishing. 
And their only. weapons were the 
bow and arrow, the harpoon, grooved 
stone clubs, and knives of stone and 
bone. They knew nothing whatever 
of the use of metals; and while they 
enjoyed the companionship of dogs, 





they knew nothing of the domesti- 
cation of any other animal. 

That they were éxpert and in- 
trepid hunters is beyond doubt... Thé 
great layers of animal».bones at- 
tested to that. Giant tundra griz- 
zlies, whales, walrus, sea Hons, cari- 
bou and other wild’ hun- 
dreds of them—had fallen “to the 
crude weapons of these people. Only. 
those who have hunted the danger- | 
ous creatures of Alaska can fully ap- 
preciate’what it meant for primitive

JEWELS OF FABULOUS WORTH 
BURIED IN CHINA’S TOMBS | 





ICHES fer. ‘greater than those’ 
R entombed with Dgyptian. kings, 
beyond even the royal treasures 
nationalized by the Russian Soviets, 
are believed to lie buried with the 
long line of rulers of the often fain- 
ine-stricken, naturally opulent coun- 
try of China. It is 3,051 years since 
the Chow dynasty began the system 
of monarchism heard of from Baby- 
lon and Assyria and copied by emerg- 
ing Europe two millenniums later— 
which less than two decades ago end- 
ed in a nominal republic, now taking 
fresh breath in its struggle for life. 
In those thirty ;centries nearly all 
Dragon. Throne royalties were in- 
terred in stone or earth with cere- 
ments of gems and precious metais. 
What the coverings reached in 
value is indicated by the just au- 
thenticated contents of the sepulchre 
of the last great Manchu, the adroit 
Empress Dowager Tzu Hsi, which 
was looted by Chang Tso-lin soldiery 
on his fatal retreat from Peking last 
August. When Chinese newspapers 
estimated that the valuables taken 
from several tombs at. Tung Ling 
were worth $20,000,000 it seemed fab- 
ulous. Yet it now turns out to have 
been an understatement. The exact 
total will be looked into by the tri- 
bunal that is soon to fy the @rrest- 
ed grave robbérs, but:from the diary 
of the ‘‘favorite eunuch”’ of the Em- 
press Dowager it has been learned 
that with her-ealone the jewels buried 
wére worth no less than $35,000,000.

One gem or- 
nament of eight galloping « horses, 
another of eighteen holy men of 
Buddha were contributed by ‘‘a cer- 
tain prince’ and tucked under the 
coverlet.

The Conowingo Dam, in Maryland, 
is said to carry the second largest 
hydroelectric plant in the world,. It 
has an ultimate maximum capacity 
of nearly. 600,000 horsepower. 

The Saluda River, in South Caro- 
lina, near Columbia, is the site of 
an earth and rock-filled dam, to, be 
completed in 1930, which will cost

Dry Country Dams, 

But when we are looking not only 
for big dams. but for dams which 
add directly and enormously to 
‘man’s mastery of the earth we have 
to direct our attention to those built 
in dry countries, either for irrigation 
alone or for the combined pappoees 
of irrigation and power devel 
Dry, country streams are fonen 
characterized by brief but deatruc- 
tive floods, which occur during a 
short rainy season or when the snows 
are melting swiftly on the mountains. 
In comparing dams several dif- 
ferent elements have to be taken

cofding to the A Service, 
by the Schraeh Dam, near Zurich, 
in Switzerland, which rises to 362 
feet. It. is. about one-two- hundred 
and sixtieth the bulk of the pro- 
jected Black Canyon reservoir. 

The Tall Exchequer. 

The Exchequer Dam in California 
holds exactly as much as the Arrow- 
rock, but rises to a height of 330 
feet, Another dam to which we 
may well take, off our hats is the 
Horse Mesa on the Salt River in 
Arizona. The Horse Mesa soars; 
from bedrock to coping, to a height 
of 305 feet. The Salt River develop- 
ment, incidentally, is a magnificent 
instance of what irrigation can do. 
So rich was the region reclaimed, 
and so rapidly did population grow, 
that the Southern Pacific built a new 
main line through Arizona in order 
to tap it. But the giant among 
dams in Arizona, though it does not 
rise as high as the Horse Mesa, is 
the Roosevelt. The Roosevelt does 
reach, however, to a height of 284 
feet and impounds 518,000,000,000 
gallons of water—an enormous total 
until’ we discover that it is about 
one-twenty-sixth of the water which 
the Black Canyon Dam will be able 
to hold without spilling over. 

But the Roosevelt is being rapidly 
overshadowed. The Elephant Butte 
Dam, on the Rio Grande in New 
Mexico, reaches 306 feet and will 
hold 860,000,000,000 gallons of water. 
The Shoshone Dam, on the river of 
that name. in Wyoming, is twenty- 
two feet higher, | though its water 
content is a meré 783,000,000,000. 
What'ts' the practical significantéé of 
these rows of ciphers?

OVIET Russia is still the most 

controversial spot on earth. 
iN The truth is most elusive. But 

I shall endeavor to present a 
few intimate observations of present 
day Russia, where I had occasion to 
raingle with all classes of people from 
janitors up to the president of 140,- 
600,000 federated citizens, from street 
cleaners up to the highest executive 
of the Communist Party, the organi- 
vation that reigns supreme in the 
vast amalgamation of Soviet Repub- 
lies. 

I was utterly unhampered in my 
work. I received the fullest coopera- 
tion of the Soviet officials, though 
they knew that I spoke Russian flu- 
ently and that I had not the slightest 
intention of inventing panegyrics. 

The question is: Has the experi- 
ment of the Soviet Union benefited 
Russia? Yes and no. Certain phases 
of Russian life seem to indicate a 
step forward, while other phases are 
woefully retrogressive. It is futile 
to attempt to decide whether condi- 
tions in present-day Russia are good 
or bad. First of all the very cri- 
terion of good and bad ‘varies with 
each country. Undoubtedly, to an 
average American, a long stay in 
Russia would seem unbearable. But 
must we apply a foreign standard 
to a country accustomed to its own? 

The average Russian workingman 
or peasant has never lived under bet- 

ter conditions, and has never been 

abroad. The sole standard to apply 
and accept is whether life now in 
Russia is better than it was under 
the Czars. 


For the remnants of the much- 
“ospised bourgeois class, life is cer- 
zinly less pleasant than in pre-war 
But the other two classes— 
‘1@ workers and the peasants—have 

ained, if not financially, at least 
-. so far as legal rights, administra- 
ion of justice, education and amuse- 

cents are concerned.. And that is a 
gveat deal. 

The Crowds Seem Happy. 

The masses may not be aware of 
the low standard of their living, but 
they are nevertheless aware that 
they are better off now than they 
were under the Czars, and that any 
change in the form of government 
could mean new bloodshed and 
chaos. Though the huge majority 
live from hand to mouth and are 
clad in hemp and burlap, their want 
of what we should consider necessi- 
ties does not seem to mar anybody’s 
pursuit of happiness. 

The village, too, while not. having 
materially improved its standard of 
living, has made considerable strides 
in so far as self-respect and dignity. 
are concerned. There are libraries 
in every village. The library ofttimes 
consists of half a dozen’ volumes, a 
jozen pamphlets, a portrait of Lenin 
and a copy of the official paper of 
the Soviets, the Izvestiya... Besides, 
the peasants have their own papers, 
usually called Peasant Life, where 
ail the problems and grievances of 
the villagers are aired, chiefly 
through the work. of. village .corfe- 
spondents, not infrequently paying 
with their lives for their idealism. 


The difficulty of obtaining accurate 
impressions concerning Russia was 
emphasized by President. Kalinin in 
the interview I was fortunate enough 
to obtain with him. We spoke to- 
gether in Russian, and the sincerity 
of the man, his’ firm’ faith’ in’ the 
ideals for which he was battling 
against almost overwhelming -odds, 
made an indelible impression on me. 

He said: ‘‘You Americans must not 
apply your criteria of great comfort, 
efficiency and high standard of liv- 
ing when judging struggling Russia. 
Your aim in America is to reach the 
point where the. family, would have 
an automobile. In Russia all we alm 
for is to see that-every man hag a 
shirt.’? 

The Educational Effort. 


Lecturers, propagandists and movie 
vans are sent into remotest nooks of 
the vast Federation of Soviet Re- 
publics. There were 1,500 movie vans 
in 1927, as compared with only 400 in 
1925. They cater to an audience of 
49,000,000. The peasants gladly pay 
the 10 kopecks admission for such 
cultural diversion, but write letters 
to Izvestiya saying that they .are 
‘sick and tired of village scenes and 
uninteresting scenes from daily life; 
American pictures for instance.’’ 
Wild West pictures are the most 
ve uar. 

While unable to cope , with the tre- 
eudous social problems that con- 
front her, Russia is at least making’ 
an effort to cure some of these evils.

Considerably larger is the number 
of those serving on subcommittees 
and commissions of local govern- 
ment, participating in the work of 
health, taxation, social insurance, 
libraries and schools. They are pres- 
idents of village Soviets, members of 
provincial executive committees, del- 
egates to the All-Union Congress, 
and even members of the Soviet 
Union, the Central Executive Com- 
mittee. At the same time, prostitu- 
tion is widespread and women of the 
worst kind infest the strects. The 
Soviet Government is frankly admit- 


ting its utter helplessness to cope, 


with the situation. 


250,000 Vagrant Children, 

As for the children, they are sup- 
posed to be the maingtay of the new 
power, the future Communists, and 
no efforts are spared torear them 
in the new spirit. Yet there are a 
quarter of a million vagrant children 
scattered all over Russia, organized 
in gangs and having their leaders. 
They walk from city to city, fam- 
ished, diseased, derelicts—a menace 
to public safety. 

I was in the city of Kherson, prob- 
ably the saddest city in the Soviet 
Union. More than any other city, 
Kherson had suffered from horrors 
of famine. It has a lurid monument 
to its share of suffering—the famous 
Museum of Famine. In the munici- 
pal cemetery you can see four im- 
mense mounds-—graves of 4,000 Jews, 
1,000 bodies in each mound—victims 
of the famine. 


After my visit to the cemetery I 
went to. the ‘“‘best. restaurant in 
town”’=s0 I was told—the government 
restaurant, and for the first time 
after a long Lent ordered a piece of 
meat. When the dish was placed be- 
fore me I lost all my appetite. I 
pushed it aside and asked for bread 
and watermelon. 


No sooner had I moved the plate 
aside than a boy of about 7, attired 
in nondescript rags, rushed In like a 
hurricane, took a piece of meat from 
my plate and as quickly rushed out, 
A minute later a tiny child crept in, 
almost naked except for a short dirty 
shirt which he lifted “and cupped 
apron-wise. He, too, seized a piece 
of meat and threw it into his shirt, 
where I saw bones, bread and crusts. 
Then he held out his grimy hand, 
black as coal, to beg. I let him have 
all the meat and bread. 

I saw them, these homeless chil- 
dren, also in Ekaterinoslav, as they 
slipped from beneath the railway 
cars on which they had stolen a 
ride. For hundreds of miles these 
little tramps had ridden, their tiny 
fists tightly clutching the boards and 
bars between the car wheels. Like 
rats they crept out at the station 
and scattered in all directions. Those 
who lingered for a while were caught 
by the guards and severely beaten. 
The air was rent with their wailings. 
Disease and crime find fertile ground 
among them. 

Economic Paradoxes. 

Economically Russia presents 4a 
paradox. Its theories of economic 
life purport to be those of the future, 
of the régime that is to lead to the 
millennium, and yet in actual prac- 
tice Russia has retrogressed at least 
three centuries in its reversion to 
primitive customs. of .street marts. 
What gives Moscow a peculiarly pic- 
tuesque aspect is that Oriental flavor 
of rows.of pushcarts and stalls of 
every déscription. Women in rags 
sit on the curb watching over their 


stock of edibles. The sandwiches are 


weeks old, dust-covered and fly- 
specked, Shopping and ———— are 
done in ‘the streets. 

Everywhere there is bickering. May 
God help you if you hire a hansom 
without agreeing as to the fare. At 
the end of the trip the driver wiil 
ask you ten.times what he should. 

One interesting commentary on the 
economic life of Russia is seen.in.the 
peculiar situation of a foreign con-~ 
cessionaire being permitted to amass 
all sorts of money, while native Rus- 
siang walk about swathed in burlap. 
I visited a factory concession in Mos- 
cow and had dinner with the Afieri- 
can concessionairve. He lived like a 
prince in an‘imposing palace, once 
the property of a former aristocrat, 
and the dinner we had in his house 
was fit to grace the board of an 
American millionaire, He is making 
a fortune by manufacturing a minor 
article that any Russian could man- 
ufacture just as well. The Bolshe- 
viki insist that they do not wish to 
create a new class of proprietors 
among the Russians. 

Something of the economic situa- 
tion is also reflected in the people 
one meets. I shall never, forget the 
theatrical manager from Kharkov 
whomI saw in Warsaw. He occupied

Graft a Heavy Item. 


In spite of his heavy expenditures 
(the heaviest item in his list was 
graft) he continued to make money.

They would sit down and have a 
chat, more or less acrimonious, de- 
pending on the temperament of the 
official and his amenability to a 
bribe. But the visits became too 
frequent, the chats a bit too pro- 
tracted. The officials wanted to know 
why his wife wore a nice clean pink 
dress the other day. Indeed, she 
had fine clothes but she could not 
wear them. Once she committed the 
immprudence of putting on her luxuri- 
ows sable coat, a family heirloom.

But 
they were reticent and for hours sat 
huddled in the corner, speaking in 
an undertone to one another. How- 
ever, finally I succeeded in convinc- 
ing them that I was an American.

More 
than a page in Izvestiya is filled with 
bitter complaints against graft, red, 
tape, criminal negligence. The courts 
follow these up with intent earnest- 
ness, and do a great deal to remedy 
the situation: But Russia is vast, and 
graft is deeply rooted in semi-Asiatic 
Russia, and there seems to be no 
end to it. 

The Religion of the People. 

| We hear many questions concern- 
ing the status of the church, and of 
religion in general, in. Russia. At 
first militantly repressive, the atti- 
tude of the Bolsheviki gradually soft- 
ened into scornful indifference. The 
priests were left alone so long as 
they did not raise their voices against 
the Soviets. There is, however, no 
truth in the reports that a veritable 
frenzy of religious fervor has swept 
over Russia as a reaction to the Com- 
munist slogan, ‘‘Religion is the opi- 
ate of the people.’ 

Whereas a certain depth of relig- 
ious feeling is perceptible among 
sporadic group, it is more than off- 
set by the younger generation which 
is losing interest in religion. The 
very first week of my stay in Mos- 
cow I.chanced to step into a somber 
chapel in the yard of a former mon- 
astery, now wide open to passers-by 
and sheltering several hundred Come 
munists in the dormitory on the up- 
per floor. There was a mystic auster- 
ity about the chapel, the flickering 
candles, the huge deacon chanting 
in his basso-profundo—one of those 
voices that Chaliapin would envy 
and which are Russia’s chief title to 
glory: 

“Tord, have mercy on us,’ he re- 
peatedly chanted, and the prostrate 
peasants and townfolk touched the 
cold floor with their hoary heads 


_jand prayed fervently. There was an 


atmosphere of medievalism in thetr 
very garb, drab and cAorless. In the 
streets soldiers passed by and sang 
their Communist songs lustily, cav- 
alry detachments rushed by to the 
square, where a parade in honor of 
ambassadors of good-will from Tana 
Tuvim Republic was part of the day’s 
program..In the yard there was an 
incessant thud of indifferent and hos- 
tile boots of students, workers, offi- 
cials, who occupied the dormitories 
above the chapel.

The Crowd on the Quay, 

There are other things I remember 
about Russia. One of the most 
haunting scenes of those I person 
ally observed in the South was en- 
acted on the quay at Yalta. I was 
leaving for Odessa by boat. There 
is still no railroad connecting Crimea 
with Odessa, and the trip is made in 
leaky boats, veritable tramp-boats 
not fit to carry cattle. I was told 
that the boat was leaving at 11 

o’clock, and I had the porter of the 
hotel deliver my baggage to the dock 
at 10:45. When.I arrived at the quay 
I saw something that reminded me 
of ‘a battlefield after a «cavalry 
charge, It was dark, and the people 
were not clearly visible. But there 
‘were people just the same—hundreds 
of them, strewn and huddled all over 
the quay with their chattels, pillows, 
quilts, awaiting, with Asiatic fatal- 


ism, .embarkment. I wanted to 
board the ship, when the maie 
stopped me.

are to the effect that the predicted 
front-wheel drive will be too late to 


‘make the opening date, but the su- 


percharger will be on deck, not to 
mention the device to prevent a car 
from coasting backward on hills, the 
intercontrolled throttle and choke, 
@ vacuum-controlied chassis lubri- 
cating system and a hydraulic shock 
absorber that. employs air as well as 
fluid. 

One of the things that is certain to 
cause even the most blasé to. stop; 
look and think will be the choice of 
engines offered by the manufacturer 
of one of the new $2,500 jobs. If 
your taste runs to sixes, you can 
have this new car that way. The 
manufacturer -will put a straight- 
eight under the hood if you specify 
that type of power plant. ‘‘Optional 
motors’’ is a thought that may make 
the show seem less drab than the re- 
ports would seem to paint it. 

‘Furthermore, comparatively few 
people are acquainted with such de- 
velopments as. the. synchro-mesh 
transmission, ball-bearing shackles, 
the impulse neutralizer, the vacuum 
booster, maze-type air cleaners, cam 
and lever steering and finger-tip con- 
trol. There are a thousand and one 
detailed. improvements which prob- 
ably will pass unnoticed at the show, 
but which unquestionably will play 
an important rõle in simplifying mo- 
toring for the rank and file of 
American car owners. One of the 
latest products, for instance, carries 
a_visible sediment trap in the fuel 
line so that it isn’t necessary to go 
through any mechanical manoeuvre 


clear. 


More Power. 

Even those who still regatd the in- 
ner workings of automobiles as a 
mystery will be able to get a surprise 
out of the significant power increases 
of the- 1929. engines. 

One..company has had. four-speed 
transmission for a year and at least 
one other manufacturer will follow 
suit with a standard shift. Some- 
thing is happening to the transmis- 
sion, and, sihce one concern has of- 
fered-a gearset of this type but with 
a special shifting arrangement, there 
has already come into existence a 
question as to what. sort of gear 
change is best suited to four-spéed 
transmission of power. 

Picture the-convenience and secur- 
ity afforded by having on the car an 
arrangement that will prevent it 
from running away downhill back- 
ward. Many drivers: have enter- 
tainéd this fear since the earliest 
days, but with the 1929 show it will 
be cast into the discard along with 
the hand-crank and some of the other 
peraphernalia of antiquity. If you 
place one of the new cars on a steep 
hill, release the brakes and slip the 
gear into neutral it will set a special 
device in action and stop of its own 
accord. ‘Yet if you place it in re- 
verse gear and drive it backward in 
accordance with your wishes it will 
respond ‘in the usual way. 

One: new line of cars, for example, 
will offer a choke.so designed that 
when it is pulled out preparatory to 
starting the,engine the throttle will 
be set at just the right. point.

One'finds’the highway num- 
bers closely scattered in the country, 
then in a town, or at an important 
crossing, he will find no. numbers, 
but: a post full of: signs with town 
names and distances.on them. The 
stranger has to stop and consult: his 
map to find the ‘town on the route 
he ‘is traveling -before he can pro- 
céed.’ If the route numbers as well 
as the town signs were there he 
could go without. bothering about 
towns in which he is not interested: 
Ohio has the best. and most thorough 
numbering .sysiem I have;seen. At 
every intersection the route. numbers 
are posted with pointers and signs 
warning one of right and left turns. 
Not.only that, but. fifty feet beyond 
every intersection there is. a route 
number sign that tells you whether 
or not you have made a mistake at 
the-intersection..

War Craft Unsuited to Commerce. 


Wor several years after the war 
here were great hopes: for the de- 
velopment of commercial aviation. 
War manufacturers and war fliers 
felt that théte were* great ‘ possibili- 
lies, and the movement to translate 
the war ‘progress into commercial 


vigor. However, three «major facts: 
were overlooked: First, it' was not 
realized how: unsuitable the military 


there was to be learned about the 
commercial operation of aircraft; 
and, third, it: ‘was ‘the: general 
opinion ,jthat in-passenger transporta- 
tion- lay ‘the ‘ best — of develop- 
ment. 

Manufacturers. here who had been 
building planes in vast quantities in 
the war turnéd their attention to the 
commercial field. After a -while, 
however, the:government’ decided to 
liquidate the‘ enormous stock’ of 
planes: held-in storage. These were 
ultimately sold at even less than 10 
per cent.of their original cost. The 
planes’ were so chéap-‘ that they 


Even today there are. probably more 
war “surplus engines in “use . than 
post-war. engines. 


Post-War. Improvements. 1 


At the National Air Races in .1923, 
scattered among the war: surplus 
planes, there were a noticeable num- 
ber of planes designed and -built for 
purely civilian’ use. By this time 
eertain of the more intelligent and: 
progressive pilots found.:that it was 
more profitable to use modern planes 
of post-war design ‘and manufac~ 
ture even though * ‘their original 
cost was four or five timies that of 
the war-surplus plaries. ‘These new 
planes were not built by the manu- 
facturers who had built. planes for 
the. government during .the war; 
they were built in’ barns and out- 
of-the-way. shops. by pilots who had 
acquired some knowlédge: of en- 
gineering. They were built around 
the ‘war-surplus Curtiss OX5 engines 
and..designed to get out of and tand 
in small fields. 


The prevalent design was a three- 


place open-cockpit plane, and with 
the. same engine they had a much 
better performance than the two- 
place war-surplus engines.. Modern 
design as exémplified in the single- 
bay wing,.welded steel fuselages and 
split. landing. gears was adopted 
Gradually, as these planes were be- 
ing. perfected, the demand increased 
ond small factories grew up cater 
ing. to the commercial demand and 
were entirely separated from . the 
military factories. From 1923. until 
1927 production ; increased_ steadily 
and at the rate of from 40 to 70 per 
eeat per annum. 

‘at the same time that the three- 
place opén-cockpit ‘design was being 
developed a closed-cabin” plane de- 
veloped around ‘the' Wright . Whirl 
wind engine. The air-cooled engine 
bad been: developed for. miilitary 
usage, but the high-wing monoplanes 
ia which they were installed 
branched away completely from mili- 
tary design. and. proved highly effi- 
cient for commercial purposes. Their 
culminating. ‘succéss* was in | Lind- 
hergh’s flight across the. Atlantic.

We thin see that iat the. time when 
Lindbergh. made his famous - flight 
there existed commercial “aeronauti- 
cal enterprises which ‘had’ a consid- 
erable: history ‘and had been, growing 
at a steady, “if -not-at’a spectacular, 
rate. Though ; they were : the’ off- 
spring of :military aviation, yet they 
had* been: weaned“ and, in a” small 
way, had achieved independent suc- 
cess... Governmental -help had. fos- 
tered ‘and made ready a small indus- 
try. which ‘was ready to blossom 
forth. 

The immediate effect on the aero- 
nautic industry-of.the famous flights 
of 1927 and “1928 ‘has been ‘to acceler- 
ate at an amazing pace.a movement 
which ‘was already - going on.' From 
a produetion which was inferior. by 
long odds to.a military. production, 
the-.commercial ‘field: has ‘forged 
ahead‘ to a point where ‘the civilian 
production in both numbers and 
monéy value is greater than that re- 
quired for the government services. 
This is especially true in the. plane 
field, but even’ in the engine field 
the civilian demand is exceeding the 
commercial demand. 


Commercial Producers. 


At the present time, almost without 
exception, the entire production of 
planes. of less than’ six-passenger 
capacity is in:the hands of manufac- 
turers who. are devoting their en- 
tire facilities ,to.commercial. prod- 
ucts.» In the field of ;the large air 
transport: planes the‘situation is dif- 
ferent, for many’ of the firms which 
are working for the government are 
also. manufacturing planes for the 
use of our’ air‘mail and’ passenger 
transport lines. In the engine manu- 
facturing business this holds true to 
a lesser extent, but in a general way 
all engines of less: than 150 horse- 
power.are being built by. firms en- 
gaged exclusively in commercial 
work, whiJe all the high-power en- 
gines ‘are being. built. by firms who 
also manufacture for the govern- 
ment. 


The exact results of having air- 
craft and ‘engine manufacturing 
firms that are engaged. exclusively 
with the problems pertaining to com- 
mercial use is rather hard to gauge, 
but it will undoubtedly tend to hasten 
the development; of ;planes which. are 
more suited’ than our present-day 
machines’ to commercial uses. The 
commercial designer is giving his at- 
tention to: low initial cost, economy 
of.- operation, and to questions of 
safety’ for. pilot. and . passenger. 
Though he has gained most of his 
knowledge as to engineering from 
military sources, yet under the new 
conditions he is much freer to de- 
velop ideas of-his. own both. as to 
aerodynamic . qualities and as to 
methods of construction. 


For the first-time in the history of 
aeronautics really large amounts of 
private capital are available for the 
development of commercial aircraft, 
and there is every reason to believe 
that we shall see very marked 'ad- 
vances during the next few years. At 
present there are two main‘ tenden- 
cies going on in-=the design. of-con- 
ventional types of aircraft. ‘The first 
is an immense increase in the 
amount of reserve power. Until a few 
years’ago:. most commercial planes 
had-only a little more. power than 
planés ‘cain. ‘tIy: on” only a ‘small part 
of. the ‘maximum power of their en- 
gines.- This“makes-for-much greater 
safety,- both -because the : planes can 
climb-more quickly and also because 
the .engines are not: naarly. so: highly 
etressed. durifig. nérmal; flight, and 
are’ thérefore~ 1uch “more reliable 
and have a much — life.

Commander Byrd and his men are 
about to risk thelr lives in reach- 
ing and exploring this southern land,. 
still unknown after four centurfes. 
Their physical ‘venture requires no 
less courage than Leonardo’s daring’ 
to let his imagination wander over 
an unknown continent, to. speculate 
as to its mountains and its icy seas 
and snowy desert-wastes, 

Leonardo, ‘who anticipated the dis 
coveries which made Galileo; Kepler, 
Copernicus and others illustrious, 
gat down and drew himself a world 
as his own imaginative thought and 
scientific knowledge told him it 
might be. It is the first and only 
map, as yet known, Which contains 
an indication of the early fancied 
existence of @ great southern conti- 
nent. 

Leonardo’s ‘map, outlining for the 
first time the ‘Southern Polar 
regions, is also the earliest map 
made known to the world on which 
the word ‘‘America” is inscribed. It 
is the earliest known map on which 
the severance of western coasts of 
America from.their previously sup- 
posed continuity with Asia is rec- 
ognized. 

The date of the map is given ‘as 
1513 or 1514, and R. H. Major, the 
authority in’ question, reconstructs 
the scene of its origin. ‘

vision a week later. The winner of 
the King’s Cup was William B. Bell’s 
Herreshoff built schoonér, Elena, 
with the gallant Atlantic, owned by 
Gerard. B, Lambert, finishing sec- 
ond. The smaller division was won 
by Paul Hammond’s Nina, manned 
by a crew of college men. 

Nine boats started in the two divi- 
sions and- when the story of the race 
was told it was replete with ocean 
race thrills, including the dismasting 
of one boat, the rescue of its crew 
by a passing steamer and the ulti- 
mate loss of the craft at sea. The 
boat that was lost was the Rofa, 
owned by William Roos, who had 
Mrs. Roos as a member of the crew, 
the first woman sailor ever to at- 


tempt such a réle in a transocéan 
race. 


Adversities End Happily. 


Tales of interesting experiences in| 
calms and storms were woven into | 
this latest chapter in transatlantic 
racing, but all adversities ended hap- 
pily in festivities under the auspices 
of the Spanish royal family after all 
of the yachts had put in safely. 

Another ocean race chapter was

The American boats 
that competed were the Redhead, 
Larai, Akaba and Heron. Norway 
retained the Scandainavian Gold Cup 
when Figaro V defeated the Saleema, 
sailed by C. Sherman Hoyt in a series 
of races off Oalo.

Year's Accomplishments. 





The dazzling speed of 92.838 miles 
per hour madeé by Miss America VII 
driven. by George Wood, brother of 
Gar, with Orlin Johnson as mechani- 
cian, at the twelfth annual motor 
boat regatta at Detroit last Septem- 
ber was the outstanding achievement 
of the motor boat world during the 
year of 1928.

America VII unfortunately ‘was not 
made in competition but in a mile 
time trial, However, the feat in it- 
self was so striking that it ranks 
at the top of the year’s accomplish- 
ment¢. 


Outboards Attracted —— 


Competitive motor boat racing had 
a bad season as a whole with the 
exception of the contests among the 
outboard motor craft. The Gold Cup 
race, for many years the standard 
of motor boat racing, did not take 
place and the race for the British 
International Cup, otherwise known 
as the Harmsworth Trophy, in which 


Miss Betty Carstairs entered her 
challenger, Estelle H, turned: out to 
be a fizzle when the Bistelle capsized 
in the first heat, 

With the speed boat rates in such 
doldrums the year’s greatest interest 
lay in the performances of the out- 
board motor boats. Contests and pro- 
duction have gone forward at a pace 
that has been amazing. 

Indeed, the pace has been so fast 
that it has led more to confusion 
than real competition, though there 
seems every disposition on the part 
of those most concerned to give this 
infant sport a chance to enroll itself 
among the recognized races on 
water. There have heen outboard 
races from Albany to New York and 
from Boston to New York, but those 
in the industry, who see competition 
as the life of trade, are more inter- 
ested in contests over standard dis- 
tances and under uniform rules. 


Have Elements of Competition. 


Steps to achieve this have been 
taken during the last twelve months. 
even though ‘‘freak’’ races have wor 
most of the publicity. By and large 
the owners of outboards, be it on 
‘lake or river, want to be recognized 
for their merits under given condi- 
tions rather than to have skilled men 
pilot a certain. manufacturer’s engine 
to victory.

Columbia Had Difficulties. 


Columbia, after its sensational vic-

the top. Columbia also had a good 

many fine crews to combat. 

Yale again turned out a splendid 
and well-rounded eight, despite the 
fact that the material at the sea- 
son’s start was not too good and that 
the crew at the season's end had 
only one veteran left in the first 
eight: ‘Yale rated and earned the 
Reaition of runner-up to California. 

é Blue first stopped Columbia in 
the opening t r regatta of the 
season, the Blackwell cup at Phila- 
delphia, and then went an 
undefeated season until the4ast race 
of all, the final of the Olympic trials 
at Philadelphia. Here California’s 
remarkable * just managed to 
nose out the Elis by a margin slight- 
ly more than one second. 

Columbia had the third best crew 
in the country. Columbia defeated 
Penn and Princeton for the Childs 
Cup and. raced second to California 
at Poughkeepsie, to lose by three- 
quarters of a length in a race which 
saw almost eighteen seconds clipped 
from the old record, which had 
stood for twenty-seven years.

Recognition of the fast growth of 
the Borough ‘of the Bronx is evi-

Louis Tishman Sees Difficulty 
in Controlling- Architecture | 
of Individual Builder, 








HELP IN. ADVISORY BOARD 





Suggested Commission, He Says, 
Likely to Be Influenced by 
Personal Opinions. 





In discussing the recent suggestions 
of J. Monroe Hewlett and Harvey 
Wiley Corbett of the American’ In- 
stitute of Architects that the State 
Fine Arts Commission be re-estab- 
lished to take up the subject of.city 
planning in New York City, Louis 
Tishman of the Tishman Realty and 
Construction Company states that 
while heartily in accord with the gen- 
eral idea he takes exception to some 
features of the proposed program of 
such a commission, particularly as 
they relate to control of the archi- 
tecture of new buildings of private 
enterprise. 

‘Individually and as an organiza- 





tion, -we are in sympathy with the | 
principles of the plan suggested by | 
Mr, Hewlett. and Mr. Corbett,’”’ said | 
Mr. Tishman, ‘‘but while agreeing | 
with them in their desire to see some | 
definite control exercised along the | 
line of future city planning, we can- | 
not: go the whole way. 
. “Mr. Corbett is quoted as saying | 
‘I believe we should not only have | 
a New York State Fine Arts Commis- | 
sion and a separate Department of 
Architecture with a State architect | 
directly responsible to the Governor, 
but I look forward to the time when | 
big building projects of private enter- | 
rise, as well as 
be willingly submitted to the scrutiny | 
of some form of directly’ appointed | 
art commission.’ i 

“This I feel is too comprehensive | 
a plan. Without in any way mini-| 
mizing the abilities of such a commics- | 
sion or attempting to discount in| 
advance the disinterested services it | 
would render, I do not believe that | 
such a@ group would, of necessity, be | 
fitted as a body, to do the thing Mr. 
Corbett suggests. 

‘‘While it is undoubtedly true that) 
there are certain instances which | 
show a need for some sort of super-| 
vision over. buildings erected in New | 
York City, it does not follow that 
the required supervision and ap- 
proval of any commitgsion would as- 
sure the result desired. 

“We are experiencéd in designing 
and building high-grade apartments 
and business structures. We call 
upon architects of reputation and 
demonstrated ability to design our 
buildings. We believe we have 
within our organization the good 
taste, the judgment, the discretion, 
that will serve as an effective barrier 
against the erection of any buildin 
that is architecturally unsound an 
that violates the canons of good 
taste and fitness. Under such a/' 
commission as has been proposed we | 
would have to submit our plans for | 
approval on the esthetic side, while! 
having them passed upon by the | 
cther regularly organized depart- 
ments of the city for compliance |! 
with the rules and regulations apply- | 
ing to plans and structures. Assum-| 
ing that the Art Commission would | 
be made up of a group of recognized 
architectural authorities, they would, 
after all, be only a group of individ- 
uals, with individual ideas as to what 
constitutes satisfactory architecture. 
One man might lean toward the 
Gothic as the best solution of the 
city beautiful, while the plans might 
call for a Spanish type of building. 
Another man might be steeped in 
the tradition of the Renaissance 
schools and the prospective builder 
might have a modernistic type of 
building in mind. 

“From the standpoint of our ex-; 
perience during more than thirty | 
years, it is difficult to conceive of | 
any body of competent architects, | 
even though actuated by the highest 
ideals of service to the city and 

tate, being able to give disinterested | 
advice and pass unprejudiced judg- 
ment upon the plans and designs of 
the hundreds of buildings erected and 
proposed each year. 

“Anything that may be done to ad- 
vance city planning and lead it more 
definitely in the direction of practical 
beauty and utility is worthy of con- 
sideration by every citizen, but I 
doubt very much whether the solu- 
tion of the planning problem in ‘so 
far as it applies to architecture will 
be found in this direction. 

“Tt does not seem like a sound 
proposition to me to make it man- 
datory for the investors and builders 
of a great city like New York to sub- 
mit to the personal opinion of any 
group of men, however skilled and 
public-spirited they may be. I can 
see, however, where there would be 
much of value in an advisory plan- 
ning commission, ,.to whom the build- 
er might. well be invited: to go with 
his plans for advice and suggestion. 
Beyond question such a service would 
be of value. But it is too paternal- 
istic, I believe, to make it a matter 
of legal requirement that a builder 
of repute and experience subject his 
plans to the opinions of any group 


of men. 

‘*As to the broader aspects of the 
—— advocated by Harvey Wiley Cor- 

ett and J. Monroe Hewlett, I can 
well see where much of benefit would 
accrue.to our city through the efforts 
and service of such a body as pro- 
posed. With those aspects that have 
to do with city planning generally 
we are heartily in.agreement, but we: 
are not in accord with any proposal 
that will make it obligatory upon us 
or any other builder to have any 
—— of men of —— in. 
e pass upon the design o e 
buildings we erect.’’

Commissioner Joseph P. Hennessy of 
the Bronx Park Department reports 
that up to Dec. 24 the receipts from 
all sources aggregated $220,470.

APPEALS BOARD UPHELD. 


Court Rules Against Cigar Stand on 
Factory Stairway. 
Supreme Court Justice Franken- 
thaler has upheld 


ing by the Fort Tryon Arms, Inc., 
to compel the boar’ to grant it a 


variance from the requirements of | 
the labor law to permit it to operate | 


a cigar stand and lunch counter on 
the landings, platforms or passage- 
ways connected with stairways in 
the factory building of the peti- 
tioner at 254-258 West Thirty-fifth 
Street. 

“Tt may be that even while the 
cigar stand and lunch counter re- 
main, the size of the passageways 
to the street are at no point smaller 
than that required by law,’’ said 
Justice Frankenthaler. ‘‘Yet the 
rule-appears to have been intended, 
in part at least, to prohibit all com- 
bustible materials from any stairway 
or the landings or passageways con- 
nected with it. The court can take 
judicial notice of the fact that cigar 
stands and lunch counters contain 
combustible materials. It is not un- 
likely. that in the ewent they become 
ignited they may prove to be a seri- 
ous fire hazard to occupants of the 
building attempting to reach the 
street.”’ 

The court said that the petitioner 
concedes that the stand and counter 
violate Rule 5 of the Board of Stand- 
ards and Appeals because it pleaded 
guilty in the Magistrate’s Court and 
then brought the present action for 
a variation. As to the petitioner’s 
contention that fireproof sliding 
doors do not violate the law, the 
court said: 

“Tt is immaterial that they may 
ordinamily be left open, and that 
they are customarily closed only 
when the building is unoccupied. The 
possibility that the usual procedure 
may on occasions be departed from 
is sufficient to condemn’ the doors 
as a potential fire hazard.”’

Dr. Snyder Suggests Certain 
Changes in the General City 
Bullding ‘Codes. 








Complete insulation : from the 
ground of all untreated woodwork of 
a building is the only effective pre- 


subterranean termites or  ‘‘white 
ants’’ which are present in many 
areas of the United States, reports 
Dr. T. E. Snyder of ‘the United 
States Department of Agriculture. He 
points. out thatthe small householder 
with a modest home of frame con- 
struction is the one. most likely to 
suffer through termite attacks. 

He suggests certain changes in the 
building codes ot cities,) which, if 
adop prevent injury by the 
subterranean 
These include: 
Wood or fibre — when not 
impregnated with an approved ‘pre- 
servative, to be placed in contact 
with the earth, or within eighteen 
inches thereof, excepting wood col- 
umns or posts over a concrete floor. 


These columns to be provided with 
nencorroding metal or concrete base 
plates or footings six inches above 
the floor. This applies. to. steps. 
which should be laid over a concrete 
base, price at least six inches 
beyon the supports of the steps. 

Timber to be used in contact with 
the.earth to be thoroughly impreg- 
nated by a standard pressure process 
with coal-tar cresote or other equi- 
valent preservative. Timber should 
be completely framed before treat- 
ment, whenever ‘possible, but when 





able the surfaces cut should be 
—— coated with the preserva- 
ive. 

Masonry foundations and footings 
to be laid in Portland cement mor- 
tar: ‘Foundations built up of masonry 
units, whether hollow or solid, to be 
capped below the woodwork with at 
least one inch of Portland cement 
mortar, or mortar and slate, or solid 
or joined noncorroding metal, or 
with equally efficient seal. 

In the case of frame buildings, a 
metal termite shield should be pro-
